CANADA, A LAND OF GOLD 

The Raioy River district would appear 
dostined to hecome a point of considerable 
attraction to mining men, judging from 
what is said by D KF. Burke, who formed 
one of the Port Arthur and 
deputation that on Friduy waited apon the 
C, P. R, suthorities in regard to the grant- 
tog of certain concessions connected with 
railway matcera in that district 

Mr Burke explained that the Kainy River 
Rsilway, for which the deputation has 
asked assistance from the Oaturio Legialat- 
are to the extent of $5,000 per mile, would 
pass through and along the geological gold 
belt of the district for about 150 miles, 
opening up whatis believed to be the richest 
gold section. considering ite length, that 
Canada possesses. The line wonld aleo pass 
along and ever the hematite iron range for 
« distance of tweaty miles, skict Lake She- 
baodowao, and pasa through the Township 
of Mose, These distriots were workedin ao 
small way thirty years ago for gold In the 
Township of Moss, Senator Clemow's comp. 
any erected a 10 ton stamp miil; but it wae 
sbandoved owing to its inaccessibility. After 
passing through the township of Moers, the 
line will follow down past the Sawbill and 
Reed Rook sections, psat for twenty miles

From the time, less than 60 years 
ago, when the first steam vessel crossed 
the Atlantic the evolution of the marine 
engineer has been rapid, but he is the 
one class of marine craftsman that, 
above all others, has kept pace with the 
developments of this fast speeding age, 
and he stands today the most finished 
product of a century that has created 
more new types and more new occupa- 
tions than any that has preceded it. The 
marine engineer today is more impor- 
tant than any deck officer, but his im- 
portance is as little recognized by the 
nonseafaring man as his identity is con- 
cealed from the view of those who tray- 
el in ships. Down in the bowels of the 
vessel, he controls not only the propul- 
sion, but the steering, lighting, pump- 
ing, anchoring, ventilation of the mod- 
ern marine structure, and on the war- 
ship he is even responsible for tho 
manipulation of heavy guns. The eyes 
that steer the ship are those of the offi- 
cer of the watch, but the brain that 
guides the ship to her destination and 
regulates her internal economy is the 
brain. of the marine engineer. His is 
the real xespousibility, and, we are 
afraid, his is the least share of the hon- 
or that is given to those who serve their 
country or their employers with courage 
and deyotion on the sea,

DOUBLE ROYAL WEDDING. 


Ceremony Followed by the Most Unique 
Feast of Modern Times. 

Max von Binzer, who served as ‘‘a 
page at the Berlin court’’ upon the oc- 
casion of the double royal wedding in 
1877, graphically describes the ceremo- 
ny and attendant festivities in The La- 
dies’ Home Journal. “‘At 11 o'clock on 
the morning of the 18th of February, 
1877,’’ he writes, ‘‘the day of the wed- 
ding, we found ourselves posted again 
en espalier down the White hall. As the 
royal procession entered the chapel ad- 
joining a magnificent chorus intoned 
one of Mendelssohn’s superb psalms. 

illustrious group ranged themselves 
re the altar, and Dr, Kogel, court 
chaplain, began the impressive ceremo- 
As the wedding rings were ex- 
anged heavy artillery boomed forth 
the king’s salute of 101 guns. The roy- 
al families exchanged congratulations, 
and the cortege returned again to the 
White hall for a short reception, and at 
6 o’clock we were summoned again for 
the great wedding banquet. Unques- 
tionably this banquet was the most 
unique of modern times. 

“*Goyvers for 100 persons were laid on 
tables arranged in the form of a horse- 
shoe in the Hall of Knights. None but 
those of princely blood was to sit at 
these tables. The most noble and dis- 
tinguished ls of the emperor were 
to serve their royal master and his 
guests. The Count yon W—— and my- 
self were detailed to Leopold, king of 
Belgium, However, we were but links 
in a chain of notables along which the 
yiands were passed to his majesty. Noxt 
the king and immediately back of his 
chair stood the commander of an entire 
army corps; next in the rear stood a 
court chamberlain, to whom we handed 
the various dishes. He in turn passed 
them to the general, who personally 
served King Leopold. Tho emperor, 
William I, was seryed by the most pow- 
erful nobles of the empire, Count yon 
Stolberg-Wernigerode, grand master of 
the hunt, carved the game; Prince yon 

, the grand cup bearer, filled his 

in] majesty's crystal goblet with 

the varest wines of the *Vuterland.’ 
But, curiously enough, none of tho re- 
cipients of this remarkable homage 
scemed at oase, with the exception of 
. R. EL. the Prince of Wales, who was 
evidently much interested in the Grand 
Duchess of Baden, the lady on his right. 
They alone talked and laughed in an 
unconstrained manner, The wedding 
ball followed this remarkable banquet."

skaters. A few men took advantage of 
the inyitation, but women could not be 
induced to goon the ice.

In acrowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular.

A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice and organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
with the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap Was done away 
with, the rnnner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball and socket and 
held firmly with a clamp. These be- 
came popular that winter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for ;wom- 
en. The prejudice, howeyer, still ex- 
isted among the latter, until the elub 
invited x lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen- 
tral park and skate with the club, This 
lady wwore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, similar to that worn in winter by 
women ters in Europe, and she 
created such a sation by her artistic 
ating as to attract much notice, The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to yenture on the ice, and the 
season of 1862-8 found many, with 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport, 

A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the club during the following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable winter amusements,

The caseé of Dart vs. McCulloug’, in which 
much local interest has been manitested, came 
up for trial at the Belleville assizes this week 
and came to a close on Wednesday evening. 
The cage was in many respects a peculiar one, 
involving, as it did, several new points of law, 
Justice Street gave the following decision :— 
He said he would reserye decision as to 
whether the action could lie at all, on the 
ground that an insolvent person couid not 
bring an action against the assignee of his 
estate in regard to his dealings with the estate, 
But if the plaintiff had the right then he finds, 
that the defendant should not have become 
possessed of the work shop, book accounts. or 
waggon ; and he also finds that he should pay 
whatever profit was made on the book ac- 
counts, and sufficient on the shop and waggon 
to give them a fair value, He also reserves 
his decision as to costs, He finds that the as- 
signee acted in good faith in winding up the 
estate, but that he erred in taking the property, 
as an assignee is not allowed to purchase from 
an estate of which he is assignee, as he is then 
both vendor and purchaser.

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Children in Factories. 


Sir Oliver Mowat has introduced in the 
Senate a bill with respect to the employ- 
ment of children, The bill is largely 
based on the Ontario and Quebec acts re- 
lating to the employment of children in 
factories. The bill provides that no boy or 
girl under fourteen shall be employed in 
any factory where their health is likely to 
Le impaired, The Governor General-in- 
Council may prohivit the employment of 
boys under sixteen or girls under eighteen 
in factories where the work is dangerous 
orunwholesome, Fruit-packing factories 
are exempted from the operations of the 
act during the season when perishable 
fruits are being packed. No child ia to be 
employed before 8 o'clock in whe morning 
or after 6 in the evening, and not for more 
than five hours consecutively. Children 
are not to be allowed to eat in the rooms 
where work is carried on nor to attend 
machinery in motion. The bill also pro- 
vides for the appointment of inspectors, etc,

OFFENSES FOR WHICH THE CHORUS 
SUFFERS IN POCKET, 


The Manager Makes Thom Pay For the 
Priviloge of Making Unnecessary Ges- 
tures, For Laughing or For Boing Lato 


In Getting to Rehearsals, 


“Now, what in the world can you make 

out of that word?” the mannger asked, 

Tho reporter looked over his shoulder 
and was puzzled too, The reporter had 
just dropped into the office to say ‘How 
d'yedo?”’ and to hear if any new orbits had 
been calculated for the planets and gatel- 
lites of the stage. The paper which the 
manager held was a report from the stage 
manager. It said: ‘‘Miss —— and Miss 
-—— fined for making (then came the 
word that was hard to read) gestures, 50 
cents each, Miss —— and Miss —— for 
laughing at them aloud, 25 cents each.” 
‘The question—merely for the satisfaction 
of curiosity, not that it was of any other 
importance—was what sort of gestures 
they were which, in the opinion of the 
stage manager, ought to cost 50 cents each. 
After a good deal of study the word was 
made out to be ‘‘exageratory.”’ 

"Do you haye to fino the members ot 
the chorus often for making ‘exageratory’ 
gestures or for other faults?’ the reporter 
asked. 

“'No,’’ said the manager, ‘‘not very of- 
ten. With ourcompany, which is employed 
through the season and is thoroughly dis- 
ciplined, there is less need of it than there 
is in some others that are got together for 
shorter periods and are not so well trained 
and inanaged, But it has to be done some- 
times. There is no other way to insure dis- 
cjpline. Lo keep them in order all the 
time you have got to touch them where 
they feel it most, in their pockets.’

“What are the usual offenses for which 
yon impose fines?’’ 

“Just such as these that you see before 
you—acting wrong on the stage or laugh- 
ing or talking or dressing wrong, or faults 
in making up or tardiness. Half a dollar 
is the usual amount, or a quarter for little 
things.’' 

“‘Noyer more?!” 

“Oh, for something more important, 
like impertinence to the stage manager, 
there might be a fine of a dollar now and 
then, but halves and quarters are the reg- 
ulur thing. A man or a woman in the 
chorus, or a girlin the ballet, who is get- 
ting $15 a week, really misses 50 cents and 
will generally try hard not to lose it.”’ 

“Do you have to keep up the system all 
through the season?"’ 

“Oh, yes, from the beginning of rehcars- 
als to the yery end. There is a little more 
latitude at rehearsals, of course, than there 
is when the piece is actually on the stage 
and before the public, It doesn’t make so 
much difference then if a chorus gir] whis- 
pers to the one next to her at the wrong 
tiie, and promptness is not so necessary, 
though most stage managers are pretty 
particular on that point,’”’ 

‘How much latitude do you allow in 
tho matter of tardiness before you impose 
fines?" 

‘‘None, now. We used to, And some com- 
panies do»still, but we think the better way 
in to require absolute promptness, You 
haye heard the expression among actors, 
‘fon minutes for difference of watches.’ 
That used to be the rule always all over 
the world, I suppose. That is, you know, 
if a rehearsal was called for 10 o'clock, 
nobody would be fined for lateness if he 
got there before 10:10. A few years ago in 
England they began the system of calling 
a rehearsal say at ‘10 o’clock for 10:80.’ 
That meant that the appointed hour for 
assembling was 10 and for beginning the 
rehearsal 10:80, and that a fine would be 
imposed on anybody who was not there at 
10:30. We did that for awhile, and I think 
it is a good way, but now we simply give 
tho exact hour and expect everybody to be 
on hand. If they would be safe, or if they 
suspect that their clocks and watches are 
wrong, they can make allowance for it 
themselyes nnd come ten minutes earlier 
just aswell as to come ten minutes late 
and expect us to make the allowance.” 

Actors who were indignant at the im- 
position of fines haye been known. to in- 
sinuate that the stage manager did ib te 
saye the money, but there js little reason 
to suppose that this is done with any fre: 
quency. Fines are small penalties for peo- 
ple with small salaries. ‘There. have been 
jokes abont the manager's getting his total 
receipts from the fines of the actors, but 
they were only jokes. ‘Lhe fines of a big 
opera company would scarcely amount to 
$50 in the course of a season, and it would 
not be worth a manager's while to try to 
gaye money in that way. 

Some managers give all their fines to a 
charity at the end of tho scason. Daye 
Henderson of the Chicago Opera House 
does that, and he hasa good, big, unruly 
Chicago burlesque company on his hands, 
and the fines amount to more than they do 
with some companies. Some managers 
save up the fines and return them to the 
actors who hayo paid them at tho ond of 
the season, In this case, of course, the 
only punishment is the inconvenience of 
going without the moncy fora time, But 
the chorus girls do not know, when they 
do wrong, that they are going to got tholr 
fines back, It depends on the pleasure of 
tho manager, and he does not spoil the 
effect of his penalties by telling that ho is 
merely acting as 4 compulsory banker, 

It happened once in recorded history that 
a cortain stago manager reported to his 
manager that So-and-so was fined 25 
cents for whispering. It happened that 
thore were four Miss So-and-sos, sisters, in 
the chorus, and the manager did not know 
which one of them was meant, Thon the 
Srilliant plan occurred to him of fining 
each one of them 26 cents, and he accord: 
ingly did so, subtracting that amount 
from the envelope of each one when pay- 
day came, And all four girls bmnitted 
without complaint. his story—{t 1s no 
fable—teaches that violent protests against 
fines are not the rule, and that thore are 
gome persons on tho stage who know thnt 
they ought to bo fined whother they are 
or not,—New York Wribune.

ANCIENT WATER HEATERS, 


Two Thousand Years Ago Had 
Some Practical Conyentoncen, 


In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquitics at Naples there are sé veral 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown- 
jung feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and ay inated some 2,000 
years ago. Mr. W. 'T. Bonner of Cin- 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters and found them to be as inter- 
esting as they are beautiful. One of 
them consists of an onter shell 12 
inches in diameter and nearly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
spherically shaped top. Tnside this shell 
fs an internal clyinder, also having a 
hewispherical top, which is 10 inches 
diameter and 12 inches high. The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a Joco- 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water, The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon, 

Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater and was placed on the prate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 


decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross- 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 5.6 inches above the grate, The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
shedl rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.6 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its gencral shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat- 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. It 
has been suggested that theso utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
Wine as well as water, which sugges- 
tion appears reasonable, as many his- 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one of the termpodi 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pompeii,—Boston Transcript. 


OUTWITTING AN EDITOR, 


An Exciting Political Scheme In Which 
McCullagh Figured, 

When Dayid R. Francis was a candi- 
date for goyernor of Missouri, his 
friends succeeded in using The Globe- 
Democrat to further his chances of elec- 
tion, Editor McCullagh had turned on 
“Our Daye,’’ as My. Francis is known 
in St. Louis, with his short paragraphs 
with telling effect, and Ivancis’ friends 
got together and concocted a scheme to 
offset the editorial work of the paper. 
They wrote out a display advertisement, 
and at a late hour of the Saturday 
morning immediately preceding the 
election of 1888 took it to the counting 
room of The Globe-Democrat. The clerk 
on duty gave the copy a casual looking 
over and without a word accepted it, 
It ccoupied a full page, and at length 
and in glowing terms set forth the 
“erent business capacity avd eminent 
qualifications of Mr. Francis to occupy 
the gubermatorial chair of Missouri.”’ 

That advertisement caused the big- 
gest row ever witnessed in a newspaper 
office in St. Louis. When Editor Mo- 
Cullagh found what had been done, he 
raged ond stormed for a week, The fast 
mail had distributed the paper all over 
Missouri before McCullagh had his at- 
tention called to it. He left his quarters 
at the Southern hotel on a trot, Reach- 
ing the corner of Fourth and Pine 
streets, ho found the streets and the 
office of The Globe-Democrat jammed 
with people, who were clamoring ta 
stop their subscriptions, MeCullagh has 
filled a column on the editorial page 
with ‘‘squibs’’ strongly opposing Fran- 
cis and advocating the Republican nom- 
inee, but the big display of Francis’ 
friends was the first thing seen on open- 
ing the paper. 

Mr. McCullagh at once issued an ex- 
tra, in which he deprecated the over- 
sight by which the advertisement had 
found its way into the paper, but it 
was some time before The Globe-Dem- 
ocrat office recovered its equilibrium.— 
St. Louis Letter in Chicugo Record.

Mr. ©, C. Buel writes a paper for The 
Century on ‘Our Fellow Citizen of the 
White House,’’ devoted to the official 
turcs ani duties of the president, in the

At 10 o'clock a hardly discernible sign 
ngainst the glass of the barrier an- 
hounces to the citizen who has arrived 
under the grand portal that the execu- 
tive mansion is ‘‘open”’ to visitors. At 
2 o'clock the sign is changed to ‘‘clos- 
ed.’’ The doorkeepers swing the doors 
open to everybody. Within 
vestibule nothing is scen which indi- 
eates the arrangement and purposes of 
the different parts of the mansion, It 
; was not always so, for originally the 
now concealed corridor, or middle hall, 
with the staircase on the right, was a 
part of the entrance hall. Now the 
spaces between the middle columns are 
closed with colored glass partitions, and 
the yestibulo is simply a large, square 
room pleasant to get out of. 

No way appears to open to the state 
apartments in the center or to the west 
wing, which is devoted to the private 
apartments. Yet glass doors are there, 
though as imperceptible to the stranger 
as a swinging panel. To the left there 
is a door which is always open. It ad- 
mits to a small hall, across which a sim- 
ilar door is the side entrance to the 
great east room. Abont this splendid 
room, comprising the whole east end of 
the mansion, the visitor may wander at 
will before the portraits or enjoy from

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| WHEN GRANT WAS POOR. 


A Time In His Career When 
the Wherowithal, 


He Needed 


| General W, H. L, Barnes, one of the 
lenders of the San Francisco bar, at a | 
meoting of the California commandery 

| of the Military Order of the Loyal Le- 
gion, told the following story about 


General Grant. It was told years ago to 
General Barnes by Captain Richard L. 
Ogden, once a clerk in the office of the 
United States quartermaster at San 
Francisco, and General Barnes recently 
| copied it from Captain Ogden’s diary. 

It was that when Grant resigned his 
commission as captain, at the age of 82, 
| being then in Oregon, he went to San 
| Francisco on his way home and present- 
ed to Captain Ogden a certificate of per 
diem seryice on acourt martial amount- 
ing,to about $40. The certificate was in- 
correctly drawn, and Grant with a look 
of despair asked Captain Og *s per- 
mission to sleep on the lounge in the 
latter's office, saying he had not a cent 
tohisname, He slept on the rickety 
office lounge, and Ogden agreed to cash 
the certificate personally and to send it 
back to Oregon for correction. Grant 
had expected to buy passage for himself 
to New York in the steerage, but Ogden 
went with him to the Pacifico Mail 
steamship office and procured for him a 
cabin passage pass, or what was the 
nearest to it the steamship company 
could give, for Grant 1 to pay his 
railroad fare across the isthmus, This, 
however, left him $15, and Grant was 
very grateful. 

The diary quotes him as saying to 
Captain Ogden: ‘This isa great luxury 
and what I did not expect, and I am in- 
debted to you for it. The prospect of 
ever being able to reciprocate is cer- 
tainly remote, but strange things hap- 
pen in this world, and there isno know- 
ing.’’—Pittsburg Dispatch.

SUBMARINE CABLES, 


Tho DiMculties Encountered In Sending 
Messages at a Profitable Spoed, 

While submarine cables can now be 
made of any length and at comparatively 
small cost, great difficulties are still en- 
countered in sending messages at a 
commercially profitable speed, and these 
difficulties increase with the length of 
the linc. In long cables there is a trou- 
blesome retardation of the electric cur- 
renf, due to the fact that the insulating 
cover of the copper strands becomes it- 
self electrified, and this suxkace charge 
delays messages by preventing the cur- 
rent at the beginning of any signal 
from rising rapidly to its maximum 
and again from rapidly dying out. The 
consequence of this is that while from 
400 to 600 words a minute can be sent 
over a land line, the maximum speed 
on an Atlantic cable is somewhere about 
82 words a minute, Before the “‘siphon 
recorder’? and Lord Kelvyin’s ‘‘curb 
sender’? were inyented, the maximum 
speed was eight or ten words per min- 
ute. Curiously enough, the more perfect 
the cable's insulation may be the greater 
is this retardation, and slight leaks in 
this covering often increase for the 
time tho line’s working capacity. The 
corrosive action of the salt water is ac- 
tive at such points, however, and will 
soon cause a break in the cable, 

Professor Silvanus P. Thompson of 
the Royal society of England has in- 
vented a system of cable construction 
by which he expects not only to increase 
the capacity of the present lines, but to 
make practicable the covering of the 
8,600 miles which separate Hawaii from 
North America, His plan is to make a 
cable with two separate conductors in- 
closed in the same armor, so as to form 
a complete circuit, and every 100 or 150 
miles he will introduce stretches of 
cable with three such conductors, tho 
third being a wire of high resistance, 
the purpose of which is to act as a sort 
of artificial and protected leak. One end 
of this third wire will be connected with 
the positive conductor and the other 
with the negative one, By this device 
the static charge on one wire will neu- 
tralize that on theother, and all retarda- 
tion will be avoided. The expectation 
is to multiply four or five times the 
number of words now sent over Atlantic 
cables, to increase to 70 or 80 the 12 
words per minute that could be sent 
over a single core cable to Hawaii, and 
raise from 15 to 75 the words sent from 
London to Cape Town.—New York 
Times.

SOME OLD METHODIST CHURCHES. 


T. W. Casey, of Napanee, writing to the 
Kingston //hig concerning ths early daye 
of Mcthodisem says that Switzer’s chapel 
was not among the firat of tho Methodist 
churches in Upper Canada, but it was 
among the best known in 1828.

OF A CHICAGO HOSPITAL. 


The Influcnce of Music In the Home—Tho 


Dining 
Convenlent—To Save Coal In the Kiteh- 
en—Babios and Nature.

The convalescent patients who leayo the 
Baptist hospital of this city confess, with 
ono necord, that they have found a new 
kind of now woman. From the consensus 
of their onthusiastle praise, to which there 
is not a dissenting voice, if is to bo under 
stood that this latest type of femininity ts 
of a remarkable variety, a rare embodi 
ment of womanly graces. And certainly 
there must be in the character of Hisa Na- 
gano qualities of peculiar powerand sweet 
ness to inspire in every patient and attache 
of this Institution a personal loyalty and 
deyotion which enshrines the shy little 
Japanese head nurse as scarcely less than 
a lattor day saint, 

“She is so happy,’’ sald the superin- 
tondent of tho hospital, ‘‘so deft, winsome, 
faithful and full of cheery courage that we 
all love her. Tor @ year and a half this 
quiet and retiring little oxilo from the 
Chrysanthomum Kingdom has been my 
chief assistant, haying complete charge of 
our entire force of nurses. There is some- 
thing finely heroic in the carcer of this re- 
gerved little Japanese woman, and we can 
Dut fecl that her success as a trained nurse 
has a peouliar significance as domonstrat- 
ing the fitness of Japanese women for 
this profession.’’

“Whis generation is greatly indebted to 
both seoular and veligious schools for de- 
veloping the talent for music in our young 
people, Bayard 'laylor wrote, ‘The gift of 
song was chiefly lent to give consoling 
iwnusic for the joys we lack.’ There is no 
other talent which can contribute 60 much 
happiness to a home. 

“The charm of music is great, It hush- 
es the infant to rest. At the family altar 
it lifts the soul in worship to God and 
heayen, In the home it fosters the home 
spirit and strongthens family ties. Encour- 
age the children to sing. It matters not 
whether there {s much music in their 
yoloes or not; there is musio in their souls 
from which the effort springs, and that is 
enough, If tho gift of song is a divine 
gift, the dimosition to sing isa holy in- 
fluence for the salvation of that being to 
whom it comes, ‘for the lifting of him out 
of the mire and up on the rock,’ '"

among the flowers of their home garden, 
little dreaming that her heart would Jater 
be so deeply moved by the sight of human 
suffering that she would he led to leave 
her pooplo and trayel oyer 8,000 miles in 
order to perfect herself in the art of min- 
istering to the sick, 

It was not until she was well entered 
upon her girlhood and had begun to attend 
the advanced school conducted at Kioto by 
Rey. Mr. Niishima that the serious side of 
her character hegan to develop. Under the 
orthodox Christian teaching which she re- 
celved at this institution she saw the 
world through new eyes. Instead of a uni- 
verse of flowers and laughing children to 
which she had been accustomed sho be- 
came conscious of widespread human mis- 
ery. This appealed powerfully to her sen- 
sitive nature, and tho desiro to dedicate 
her whole life to the alleviation of these 
sufferings took complete possession of her, 

The fact that one of her schoolmates, 
Natsu Sakaki, shared this pity and also 
the desire to caro for the miserable and 
afilicted of thelr people helped to intensify 
ber philanthropic longings into the daring 
and practical resolve to become a trained 
nurse. Together they investigated the 
Japanese hospitals and experienced a 
growing loye for the work. But one fea- 
ture of hospital practice as it obtains in 
the leading institutions of the mikado's 
realm impressod these young women very 
strongly. They saw, in the free adminis- 
tration of alcoholic stimulants, the foun- 
dation of widespread evil. This resulted 
{n the conyletion that they must learn 
some method which ayolded this danger. 
Inquiry and study developed the fact that 
there were temperance hospitals and that 
one of the most successful of these was tho 
Baptists’ Institution of Chicago. 

A month after hor graduation Miss Na- 
gano informed her father that she was 

fully resolved to leave her country for the 
purpose of studying in America, The op- 
position which this startling announce- 
ment provoked was kindly, but all the 
more dificult to resist. It was not until 
every argument of dissuasion had been ex- 
hausted that her family and friends final- 
ly yielded to the will of the resolute girl. 
The only mitigating circumstance with 
which they were able to console themselves 
was tho reflection that she would havo, in 
the land of hor voluntary exilo, the com- 
pawonahip: of her schoolmate, Natsu Sa- 

aki, who had decided upon a similar 
course of action, 

The latter haa already compioted her 
training and returned to Japan, where she 
is awaiting the coming of her friend and 
classmate before they take the first steps 
toward the realization of their life dream 
—the ostabliahment of a temperance hos- 
pital for the poor of Japan. Ag Misa Saka- 
ki is the possessor of on ample fortune in 
her own right thia enterprise bids fair to 
become an established fact in the not dis- 
tant future. —Chicago Post.

Bureau Drawers Made Convenient, 

The average bureau drawer, unless its 
owner is a person of tidiness and leisure, 
resembles primeval chaos come again, 
Gloyes, ribbons, handkerchiefs, belts and 
what not, howeyer neatly they are ar- 
ranged in tho beginning, are soon a tan- 
gled mass, Of course this is both hard on 
the articles and an annoyance to « busy 
woman, who has to spend three times as 
long in looking for what she wants as she 
would under 4 more orderly system, Eyon 
boxes do not solye the problem. They slide 
about wheneyer a drawer is hastily slam- 
med, and, spilling their contents, add to 
the confusion, 

A woman who had not time to spend in 
daily arrangement of her bureau, who had 
tried the box system and found that want- 
ing, and who had neyortheless decided ob- 
jections to disorder and the rumpling of 
goods consequent upon a potpourri style of 
disarrangement, hit upon the following 
plan: She hired a carpenter, The top 
drawer of her bureau was divided by thin 
partitions of board, run in grooyes, into 
seven compartments, extending from back 
to front. Two of these were subdivided 
across the middle. In one of these smaller 
divisions collars were kept, in another 
cuffs, in the third handkerchiefsand in the 
fourth neckties. One of the long divisions 
Was sacred to gloyes, another to veils, o 
third to belts, a fourth to ribbons and a 
fifth to laces. Whenever madam wants any 
of these articles sho finds and extracts it 
without tossing all of tho others out. 

A second drawer was divided into threo 
compartinents in the same way, In tho 
bottom of these smoothly fitting sachets of 
beavy white paper are laid. In one box 
corset covers are piled, in another drawers 
and in the third chemlses. Whe third draw- 
er has only two divisions, one of which is 
for nightgowns and the other for muslin 
and cambric skirts. Tho fourth drawor is 
bisected, and one of these divisions subdl 
vided into three oblong boxes, In the large 
compartment woolen underwear is piled. 
In the other three boxes are various sorta 
of stockings—black silk in one, evening 
and house in another, and ordinary cash- 
mere and cotton in the third—Now York 
Journal, 


To Save Coal In the Kitchen, 

Mrs. 8. I’. Rorer, in writing of stoves 
and ranges in one of her dopartments in 
The Ladies’ Home Journal, points out the 
way to economize in the use of coal in the 
cook stove or range: ‘From an economical 
standpoint a brick set range should bo 
avoided, as the bricks and mortar consumo 
much heat that should serve for cooking 
purposes, A large firebox 1s also a point 
in the cconemy of coal. Where the box ts 


small a greater smount of coal Is con 
sumed, as tho quantity ta too small to 
create heat for the whole range, unloss 


kept redhot. In this country tt 1s our fash 
fon to attach to oll stoves and rangoa 
direct drafts to the plpo and fluo. Tho 
ayerago housewife, haying no regular al- 
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lowanco of coal, doos not notice the ex 
trayagance of such a draft, but in France 
where economy is studied, such a construc 
tion would not be tolerated, With this flue 
open coal is consumed rapidly withou 
good results, the heat simply passing uy 
and out of the pipe. Such a fire gives 
redhot top anda cold oven. An ordinary 
range or stove should not consume oves 
half a ton of hard coal in a month. More 
than this cannot be used for cooking pur 
poses, Every housewifo should study the 
drafts and the particular constructior 
of the range she uses, so that she may be 
able to direct the cook how best to gel 
good results from the amount of coal burn 
ed, Tho direot damper should be closed, 
save when the ashes are being taken dow. 
and out.’’ 


A COYOTE PARTNERSHIP, 


It Means Death to the Antelope and = 
Meal For the Wolves, 

The prong horned antelope is the swift- 
est animal on the plains, and yet the coy- 
otes catch a good many of them just by 
running them down, ‘This sounds like a 
paradox, yet it is quite true and is ex- 
plained by the cunning of the wolves and 
the habits of the antelope, 

A single coyote that undertook to run 
down a singleantelope would get tired and 
hungry before he accomplished much, but 
when two or three coyotes are together it 
is quite a differont thing. The coyotes co 
not all run after the antelope together; 
they take turns, and while one runs the 
others rest, and so at last they tire the an- 
telope out. 

If when it was started the antelope ran 
straight away, it would of course leaye all 
the wolves behind, those that were resting 
even more than the one that was chasing 
tt, but the antelope does not run straight, 
away. Instead it runs in large circles, and 
this enables the wolves to take turns when 
chasing it. 

When three or four prairie wolves de- 
cide that they want antelope meat for 
breakfast, one of them creeps as close as 
possible to tho one they haye selected and 
then makes a rush for it, running as fast 
as he possibly can so as to push the ante- 
lope to his best specd and to tire it out. 
Meantime his companions spread out on 
either side of the runner and get upon lit- 
tle hills or knolls so as to keep the chase 
in sight. They trot from point to point, 
and pretty soon, when the antelope turns 
and begins to work back toward one of 
them, this one tries to get as nearly as pos- 
sible in its path, and as it flies by the wolf 
dashes out at it and runs after it at the 
top of its speed, while the one that had 
been chasing the antelope stops running 
and trots off to some nearby bill, where, 
while the water drips off his lolling tongue, 


he watches the race and gets his breath 
again. After a little the antelope passes 
near another coyote, which in turn takes 
up the pursuit, And so the chase is kept 
up until the poor antelope is exhausted, 
when it is overtaken and pulled down by 
one or more of the hungry brutes. Of 
course the coyotes do not catch eyery ante- 
lope they start. Sometimes the game runs 
such a course that it does not pass near 
any of the waiting wolves, and only the 
one that starts it has any running to do. 
In such a case the pursuit is at once aban- 
doned. Sometimes the antelope isso stout 
and strong that it tires out all its pursu- 
ers, 

It is a common thing for a coyote to 
chase an old doe, with her kids, just after 
the little ones haye begun to run about. 
At that time they are very swift for short 
distances, but have not the strength to 
stand a long chase. In such a case a moth- 
er will often stay behind her young and 
will try to fight off the coyote, butting 
him with her head and striking him with 
her fore fect, He pays little attention to 
her, except to snap at her, and keeps on 
after the kids. Several times I have seen a 
mother antelope lead her little ones into 
the midst of a bed of cactus, where the 
wolf could not go without getting his fect 
full of thorns. If the bed is small, the 
wolf will make ferocious dashes up to its 
border, trying to frighten the little ones so 
that they will run out on the other side 
and he can start after them again, but 
usually the mother has no trouble in hold- 
ing them,—George Bird Grinnell in Forest 
and Stream. 


Attention to the Feet, 

It is utterly impossible to get well or 
kcep well unless the fect are kept dry and 
warm all the time, If they are for the 
most part cold, there is cough, or sore 
throat, or hoarseness, or sick headache, or 
some other annoyance. 

If cold and dry, the feet should be soaked 
in hot water for ten minutes every night, 
and when wiped and dried rub into them 
well 10 or 15 drops of sweet oil. Do this 
patiently with the hands, rubbing the oil 
into the soles of the feet particularly. On 
getting up in the morning dip both feet at 
once into water as cold as the air in the 
room, half ankle deep, for a minute in 
summer, half a minute or less in winter, 
rubbing one foot with the other, then wipe 
dry, and if conyenient hold them to the 
fire, rubbing them with the hands until 
perfectly dry and warm in every part, If 
the feet are damp and cold, attend only to 
the morning washings, but always at night 
remoye tho stockings and hold the feet to 
the fire, rubbing them with tho hands for 
15 minutes, and got immediately into bed. 

Under any circumstances, as often as 
the feet are cold cnough to attract atten 
tion, draw off the stockings and hold them 
to tho fire, If the feet are much inclined to 
dampness, put on a pair of dry stockings. 
Some persons’ feet are moro comfortable 
even in winter in cotton, others in woolen 
stockings. Hach must be guided by his 
own feelings. Sometimes two pairs of thin 
stockings keep the feet warmer than one 
pair which is thicker than both, The thin 
pair may be of the same or of differont 
materials, and that which is best next the 
feot should be determined by the feelings 
of tho person. 

Persons who walk a great deal during 
the day should on coming home for the 
night remoyo their shoes and stockings, 
hold the feet to the fire until perfectly dry, 
put on adry pair of stockings and wear 
different shoes for the remainder of the 
evening. ‘To change to slippers is danger- 
ous, a8 one Is likely to catch cold.—New 
York Ledger.

SHE’S WELL EDUCATED. 


A Woman Who Has Learned Entirely by 
Careful Listening. 

The wonderful development of certain 
faculties in the cases of persons who 
have lost the use of some of their natural 
functions, or of others whose faculties 
haye not been fully developed, has long 
been a matter of remark, but it is not 
plone the outside observers who appre- 
ciate the provisions of nature for the 
benefit of the unfortunates, The suffer- 
ers themselves often appreciate this ful- 
ly, and in some instances, after years, 
grow to depend so much upon their ac- 
quired faculties as to be afraid of a 
change, even if they have the chance of 
one. 

An illustration of this is given by a 
woman in Brooklyn who never has 
learned to read or write.

She is 
rich, too, and could afford all the serv- 
ices of the best teachers if she but choso 
to learn to read, butshe refuses to do 80. 

When this woman was a child, her 
parents lived far from schools, so she 
had no chance then to learn to read or 
write. As a mere child she began to 
earn her own living, and again the 
chance for schooling slipped away, Then 
she married and the cares of a family 
took up her time. By the time the ba- 
bies were off her hands, her husband 
had grown rich, and then she began her 
real education, and now, as a widow, 
she continues it. Her companions read 
to her and talk with her about all the 
topics which interest her, Years of such 
work haye stored her mind with a rich 
treasure of knowledge, and there is not 
a page of a book that has been read to 
her that she is not familiar with. Her 


| stores of knowledge are. at her instant 


command, Why will she not learn to 
read? Because, she says, she fears that 
this wonderful memory, which is now 
such a treasure house to her, might be 
impaired if sho were to do anything to 
weaken the demands upon it. 

What such a memory can do is well 
illustrated in the case of a tailor of this 
city who cannot read or write. He is 
probably the most widely known man 
in his business here, as for many years 
he has done business with New York's 
firemen and policemen. Almost every 
man of theso two bodies has dealings 
with this tailor, and each month be- 
tween the first and the tenth days be 
visits every station house and engine 
and truck house in this city to collect 
his duos. He has acquired considerablo 
wealth, and it is said of him that in all 
the years ho has dealt with the firemen 
and policemen he neyer was known to 
make a mistake of a cent in any man’s 
account, although all his records of 
transactions have been kept in his head.

A “Farewell” Insuc That Read Like an 


Oracle to Survivors, 


Several years ago I was the Omaha 
Republican's correspondent in Lincoln, 
Neb., the state capital, when the paper 
changed hands. The new proprictor had 
a policy in two words, “Reduce sala- 
ries!’ In a few months he was himself 
reduced to the point where he couldn't 
pay any salary. He asked me to come to 


Omaha and tako the editorship at tho 
salary I was receiving as reporter. He 
would cut my salary in two if I remain- 
ed in Lincoln. I accepted reluctantly. 
It was only a question of a few weeks 
when the paper would havo to suspend, 
and there was little honor or profit in 
guiding the wreck. 

For threo weeks wo managed to get 
along somehow, and then the proprietor 
went into retirement. The Republican 
had the Associated Press franchise and 
had presses and material worth $20,000. 
It had abont 8,000 paid subscribers, I 
had tried to get somebody io buy it, and, 
in the hope that somebody would, we 
continued to get the paper ont. At last 
the printers announced that they would 
not work any longer. I prevailed upon 
them to work that night, and they 
agreed to help get out a farewell issuo. 
It was a unique specimen. For weeks 
Mr. Rosewater, the proprietor of The 
Bee, and Mr, Hitchcock, the proprietor 
of The World-Herald, had been waiting 
for The Republican’s demise with eager 
expectation. They knew we had been 
endeayoring to sell the paper to outsido 
parties, and I determined to give them 
a scare. 

In an editorial recounting the vicissi- 
tudes throngh which The Republican 


~had passed I said that at last the pa- 


per’s troubles had come to an end, and 
they had. For some weeks, the editovial 
went on to say, the future of The Re- 
publican had been problematic, but now 
the suspense wasoyer. We knew exactly 
what was in store for the paper, and we 
did. For our contemporaries there might 
be rivalries and annoyances, but for 
The Republican all that was past, and 
it was. 

I learned afterward that there was 
consternation in The Beo and World- 
Herald offices the next day and that it 
was not until the second night, when 
everybody knew the old Republican had 
gone under, that our contemporaries 
Were reassured.—New York Mail and 
Express.

PAUPERS AND SCRAP IRON. 


The Grounds of an Almshouse Beautified 

by Dosultory Ingenuity. 
» What can be made out of scraps is shown 
in many ways in the domestic economies of 
Blackwell's island. It has no more inter- 
esting illustration than the arbor work 
that is being put together there from time 
to time. No sliver of iron goes to waste 
about the almshouse grounds. Among the 
paupers are many cleyer artisans in the 
metals, who are able to make anything 
from a crowbar to a clock. It is a pleasant 
occupation for them to tinker away in the 
shops. So the keepers have had them work 
over tho iron hoops, broken stove lids, dis- 
used kitchen utensils, tin cans and other 
institution wreckage. 

Out of this unpronmising material they 
haye made ornamental trellises and wick- 
erwork, handsome garden gates and sum- 
mer houses for the vines to clamber over, 
Set at intervals about the alinshouse farm, 
these bits of adornment give it some of the 
aspect of an Jinglish estate, with lodge 
gate and inyiting nooks. The accummu- 
lation of picturesque effects is going on 
slowly, but constantly. 

An important auxiliary is the roadmak- 
ing that is carried on with the aid of the 
workhouse people, ‘he island is being 
provided with a system of highways that 
delight the doctors who ride wheels, They 
are hard and smooth, and, what is more, 
no money is spent in their construction. 
From the rock of their beds to the top 
dressing of ashes tamped down to the 
smoothness of asphalt everything is the 
product of the island's waste, No expense 
is incurred in keeping work horses, A 
dozen short term men.at the end of a long 
rope will jerk along a cart as full as it will 
hold of building material. The problem 
of employing the city’s charges without 
bringing them into conflict with the jeal- 
ousies of the labor unions Is well on to- 
ward solution upon Blackwell's island.—

IS CRIME DECREASING? 


English Observers Say Thero Is a Change 
For the Better. 

hore prevails a comfortable belief that 
the standing army of crime 4s steadily di- 
ninishing and that, with theald of school 
boards and reformatories, we aro making 
sure if slow progress in combating the en- 
emles of society who fill our jails, Mr. 
Douglass Morrison, in a paper read before 
the Statistical society, tells us that this be- 
lief rests on no solid foundation, and that 
when the facts are analyzed it becomes 
highly doubtful whether there has been 
more than a nominal decrease of crime, 
There is no doubt that the figures general- 
ly quoted in support of the view which ey- 
ery one would fain belleye do not substan- 
tilate it. The explanation of many of the 
facts which seem at first sight to justify 
optimism and self congratulation les in a 
movement which influences, consciously or 
unconsciously, all persons administering 
the criminal law—the growth of a feeling 
of distrust of the efficacy of severe sen- 
tences and of o conyiction as to their mis- 
chieyousness in many cases and pity or

ienderness toward a large class of crim- 
{nals as tho yietims of circumstances. 

‘t has been said that Victor Hugo's pic- 
‘cof Jean Valjean, the outcast with noble 
feuitnots, who tries again and again to ex- 
tricate himself from 4 coil of misfortunes 
and who again and again succumbs in the 


struggle, profoundly influcnced the admin- 
istration of the French criminal law, and 
for many years that spirit of pity and tol- 
eration which the French poet depicted in 
“Les Miserables'' has been everywhere in 
the air, and nowhere more than here. It 
is therefore right to caution the public 
against confounding the diminution in the 
number of offenders detained in prison in 
consequence of a wise mitigation of the se- 
verity of the criminal law with a corre- 
sponding deercase in the amount of crime. 
It is just possible, however, that in ayoid- 
ing one extreme Mr. Morrison has pushed 
his point too far, and has given counte- 
nance to a despondent view as little justi- 
fied as the optimism which he condemns. 
Tn interpreting the only available figures 
the increased vigilance of the police is an 
element scarcely to be overrated. A 
scarcely less Important element is that of 
publicity, Eyery offense is noted. ‘The 
chances of detection ure probably greatly 
increased in these days, when eyery house- 
hold becomes aware of the person ‘‘want- 
ed’’ for any crime of magnitude, ‘lo know 
that crime generally is {ncreasing or de- 
creasing is to know very little. It may 
mean no more than that certain offenses 
against police regulations haye increased 
or diminished. ‘he morality of the coun- 
try may be steadily rising though the con- 
victions for breaches of the education acts 
are increasing. 

There is a sensible diminution of certain 
offenses most indicative of a licentious 
spirit. Property is respected more than it 
was, and some crimes connected therewith 
and productive of others—for example, re- 
ceiving stolen goods in some towns—bid 
fair to disappear. On the other hand, there 
is no sign of reduction in certain other 
crimes which appear to come in the train 
of material prosperity. he report we get 
is both of good and of eyil, Of the real 
causes of crime and of the extent to which 
itcan be prevented by practicable meas- 
ures Mr, Morrison’s figures tell one little 
that is positive.

‘Lhe 
Greek writer puts into the mouth of one 
of his characters the reflection that, where- 
as land naturally barren may yield a good 
harvest if the season be good and fertile 
land he sterile if the season be unkindly, 
men are always what they are—the good 
always good, eyen in the pinch of hard cir- 
cumstances, the bad always bad—the crim- 
inal-ne certain to be in the dock, however 
carefully the chaplain and the philanthro- 
pist look after him. What truth there is 
in this yiew, how far the standing army of 
crime consists of this clement, how far of 
people not much worse disposed but less 
lucky than othe statisticians do not tell 
us. Perhaps they never will, But in that 
direction lies the interest of the present 
and still more that of the future.—London 
Times.

Electric Eyes. 

The latest adjunct that science gives 
to the surgical operator is an electric 
eye. Strictly speaking, it is not an eye 
at all, but rather a sort of searchlight, 
which is used to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations, 

Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped 
in their work by the fact that they can- 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. The formation of 
the human body is such that in many 
instances no light can be put directly 
upon the particular part of the human 
anatomy that is to be operated upon. 
The eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
howeyer strong the light in the operat- 
ing theater may be, the rays lack that 
penetration and power of concentration 
80 necessary to delicate surgical opera- 
tions. 

Professor Charles E. Quimby, of 
Belleyue hospital, New York, has pat- 
ented this new aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary electric light wire a connection 
is made with this device, which fits the 
face much in tho manner of a pair of 
spectacles, The appliance in itself con- 
sists of two small incandescent lamps, 


which are fitted one aboye and the other 
below the eye of the operator, They are

Interesting Experiences Told by Presi- 


dents the Accumulating 


Instances of 
Powers of Interest—How a Depositor 


Was Robbed by an Unprincipled Lawyer. 


If one has the good luck to get soveral 
presidents of savings banks together and 
Whon they are through with talking busi- 
ness hear thom exchange interesting ex- 
perlences, he will haye an enjoyable hour. 
Here are some of the things which he will 
he likely to hear or might haye heard any 
time within the last few years. Imagine a 
group of presidents seated around a glow- 
ing sea coal firo in the luxurious office of 
onc of them. After the conversation has 
“become general,’' as some of the novel 
writers say, Mr. A. discourses to this effect: 

“I don't know whether any of the rest 
of you have ever had anything like this in 
your experience or not. It is against the 
rules, of course, for our bank to take 
charge of the books of any of the deposit- 
ors, but I must plead guilty to violating 
the rule to a certain oxtent myself. In 
one of the drawers in my desk for the last 
six or seven yenrs I-have kept the book of 
4 woman who opened an account that long 
ago. As soon as she had done so she came 
to me and told me a moying tale of the 
erucity of her husband, saying that ho 
would give her no peace day or night if he 
knew she had put money ina bank. She 
was afraid to take the book home with her, 
as sho had no place to conceal it where ho 
could not find it, and she didn’t want to 
tell any friend about what she was doing 
‘unbeknownst,’ as sho might have said. 
So she begged me, with tears in her eyes, 
to allow her to leave it with me, and asa 
personal fayor I consented to take charge 
of it. Kyery now and then she comes in 
here, asks for the book, takes it out to 
mike her doposit and then returns it to 
me. Her account now amounts to about 
$800. And I think I can say that I hayo 
neyer suffered from a pricking of con- 
science because of having winked at a vio- 
lation of a rule of the bank.” 

Mr. A. haying been acquitted by the 
unonimous silence of his confreres, Presi- 
dent B, began to speak. ‘I don’t want to 
bore any of you who may haye heard this 
before,” he remarked, ‘but it certainly 
Was a singular experience, Some years ago 


a herdworking mechanic opened an ac- 
count in our bunk, to which he added reg- 


ulorly for some time. After that for a long 
period the account lay dormant, growing 
by the addition of the interest until it 
amounted to about $3,500. In some way 
an unscrupulous lawyer heard of it and 
after the manner of his kind went-to the 
mechanic with a plausible tale, ‘What will 
you give me,’ he asked, ‘if I will prove to 
you that thero is a sum of several thou- 
and dollars due you and put you in the 
way of gotting the money?’ The mechanic 
was naturally astonished and was. casily 
prevailed on by the smooth tongued law- 
yer to sign acontract that if the lawyer 
could make out such a case as he said he 
could the money would be divided between 
thon, Thereupon the lawyer let out his 
‘sox ‘The money is due you,’ he said, 
rom sach and sucha sayings bank.’ ‘Oh, 
I know all about that,’ replied the me- 
chanic. ‘Ihave known all along that I had 
the money there.’ Bui the lawyer flaunted 
the contractin the man’s face, and, though 
it was a plain case of fraud, the man be- 
lieved it was a valid contract and actually 
gave the scoundrel lawyer half the amount 
in the bank.’’ 

After a suitable interyal President C. 
‘took up the tale. ‘I don't know that I can 
do better,'’’ he began, ‘‘than to tell a little 
story which I heard a few years ago from 
the president of one of the Brooklyn banks, 
and Ishall try to tell it as nearly as pos- 
sible in his own words as I recall them. 
‘As I was sitting in my office one day one 
of the young men in the bank came to me 
and showed me a book which bore a date 
of many years before. He said it had been 
brought in by an old woman, I told him 
to send hertome. On inquiry I learned 
that she could neither read nor write, but 
she said the book belonged to her, and she 
had put the money in the banka long 
time before. As nearly asshe could remem- 
ber, the amount was about $300, and sey- 
eral times, pointing to the book, she asked 
anxiously if it was not all there. TL assured 
her that if was and proceeded to question 
her as to why she had left the account so 
long undisturbed. She said that many 
years before she had been employed as a 
servant in Brooklyn and had taken all she 
could spare from her wages and put the 
money in bank. After a time she wept 
away from the city and had never set foot 
in it until that day.

MODERN WARFARE. 

Summing up the whole question, as be- 
tween avy two European peace-trained 
armies of the present day theextreme per 
centage of loss to be anticipated locally, i.e., 
on particular brigades and divisions, willnot 
exceed one in three (of which one is killed or 
four wounded), whereas for whole armice of 
a quarter of a million and over one ia ton is 
the very outside punishment we may reason- 
ably expect. 

Compared to the slaughter of the seven 
years’ war and the beat contested fields of 
the Napoleonio period, this is very little in. 
deed, AtZorndorf the Russians left 21,000 
cut of 52,000 on the ground, and this is un- 
doubtedly the bloodiest battle recorded since 
the introduction of portablo firearms. 
Eylav, Friedland, Wagram and Borodiao all 
excced the figures for apy pitched battle 
since the bushwacker appeared on the ficid. 
Moreover, the horror of the whole thing ia 
not to be meaeured by figures of percentoges 
only, tut by the density in which the killed 
and wounded lie, and the fate of the Jatter 
afterwards, Ina modern battle 20,000 men 
would fall on an area of obout twenty- 
equare miles; at Zorndorf the 21,000 
Russians and 12,000 Prussiane lay on a 
single equare mile, and of the wounded not 
one in threo eurvived; whereus in 1870 nine 
outof ten recovered, and the Prussian 
medial staff anticipated even better results 
next time, 

But desth on the battlefield is by far the 
least of the two evils the soldier bas to face, 
There is death on the line of march and in 
horpitala along the road. Whereas, former- 
ly, particularly under Napoleon, ten would 
die by tho way for one who fell in aotion 
To the last Franco German war only one man 
died of disease for two killed inaction. In- 
deed, the health of men in the full prime of 
life wae actually elightly better io the field 
than in quartera,

The rush for the weat has commenved, All 
clasees and conditions seem met with the 
same purpose, full of the same ideas and 
wild imaginings and fancies. The ‘yellow 
stuff,” indeed, exertea powerful attraction, 
and if all the fancies of those who come weat 
were realized, We can imagine that the time 
would soon come when gold, too, would de- 
preciate in value, As I visit stations where 
traing come in I hear nothing but a buzzing 
hum of Kosslard, land-Ross, coming from 
the throats of those who beset the crowded 
platform os it the very sound of the name 
was like drink to a thiraty man, 
poor people who have expended their last 
centin buying their ticket. What they 
will do is a question. Such have no place 
ont here; many of them have only come out 


here to suffer and starve, and perhaps allow K 


their bones to wither amid the snow-clad 
hille of British Columbia, They might have 
better awaited the revival of trade in the 
east which must come io the wake of this 
rush tothe west, Allthe surplus laborers 
are drawa hither, and thie must of necessity 
tend to raise wagea in the east. 
Columbia having very little natural re- 
sources to depend upon except its mineral, 
must look elsewhere for supplies in return 


for which she is willing to send hee money di 


Thus a speedy revival of trade is to be look- 
ed for and with it a bettering in the condi- 
tion of the laborers. In this age of the 
world most of the great employers have 
come to see that it pays to share their own 
prosperity with thoge who labor for them, 
But I fear I shall lengthen out too much 
and I have one or two other things to which 
{ wien to refer. 

‘there is onc class of people wko are mak- 
ing money though it bs at the expense of 
bone aud sinew, body and eoul and it is the 
class which run the drioking and gambling 
dives which infest every little nook and cor- 
per, spreading their foul contagion and dis 
ease among even mapy of our strong, tem- 
perate and industrious young men who have 
come here to work, blighting end blasting 
their future proepects. The coffers of these 
men are fullof money extorted from poor 
unfortunates some of whom put all their 
money in their safes and fiod that the only 
way togetit out is by drinking it out, 
These liquor men exercise a controlliag 
interest over mining labor. They have op- 
portunities of tahing claims from the poor 
fellows who, perhaps, have proepected for 
months and sre come to town for ao rest 
which turns out to be only a drunken car- 
oussal and ends inthe man behind the bar 
getting poseeesion of their claims for a few 
drops of poison which he may have poured 
down the man’s throat. Tho plebiscite is 
comipg thissummer. Will not all thioking 
and honorable men vote for it ?

Far 
better {to follow their example along vhia 
line until some higher principle takes its 
place than to settle ourselves back in com- 
placency only to jump with alarm when 
we find at last that we have been out- 
witted aod they are dragging the sacke of 
Canadian gold scrosa the boundary.

PRIMITIVE METHODS. 


THE WATERWORKS OF GUAYMAS RUN 
BY MULE POWER. 


A Littlo City That Is Up to Date In All 
Important Respects Except One—You 
Are Delighted With the Water, but Are 


Surprised When You Look It Up. 


Half way up the gulf of California, on 
tho southwestern coast of Mexico, is the 
little seaport of Gusymas, Of late years 
Guaymas has grown apace commercially, 
and her Mexican and Indian citizens, 
spurred onward and assisted by the influx 
of Yankee and English merchants, have a 
great many modern improvements, and as 
soon as you land the people begin to talk 
to you about the wonderful advantages of 
Guaymas either as a residence or business 
location, With pride they show you their 
street lights, their horso cars and several 
other more or less modern improvements. 
But no one ever has a word to say about 
the waterworks or the water system. Yet 
you notice with satisfaction that the water 
they give you to drink is clear as crystal, 
soft and very pleasing to the eye and taste 
alike, Of course you do not expect to find 
running water in each room in a Moxican 
olty of only 5,000 tnhabitants, and you are 
not greatly surprised to haye the water 
poured out for you from big leathern bags 
or earthen jnrs, for that is the way of 
things in Mexico, and a very good way 
with respect to drinking water, 

But after you haye visited the new plaza 
and seon all the sights that the town af- 
fords you may haye a curiosity to know 
something about the water system. If 
such a curiosity should possess you it may 
seem strange how the natives ayoid con- 
yersation on the topic. Thoy do not eyen 
caro to talk about the good quality of the 
water, and this seems passing strange to 
the newcomer, because even towns that 
lack good drinking water never fail to 
blow about the quality and quantity of 
whateyer drinking fluid they do happen to 
haye. But here in Guaymas the subject 
of drinking water, at least in business and 
commiercial circles, is strictly tabooed. 

Now, if you aro a thoughtful person, all 
this will strike you as remarkably singu- 
lar, and some fine day, after enjoying a 
glass of this most excellent water, you will 
start off on a tour of inyestigation for 
yourself, bent upon discoyering the source 
of Guaymas’ water supply. About a mile 

east of the city, if you have good luck, you 
will strike a yery ancient artesian well, 
surrounded by a curious arcadic system of 
adobe walls, flumes, prehistoric windlasses, 
one mule and two Indians, These com- 
prise the waterworks of Guaymas. It is 
said by trayelers that there is not such an- 
other antique water pumping station in 
North America. And it is not difficult to 
believe this if we add the qualifying words 
“‘in a olyilized community of 5,000 inhab- 
itants."’ Surrounding this artesian well, 
which is said to tap a subterrancan stream 
that flows as froely today as in the days of 
Montezuma, is a quadrangular stone wall 
of about 4 feet in thickness, In the center 
of the south and north walls are two plers 
or columns of stone which rise to the height 
of about 10 fect above the walls. Resting 
on the walls is a substantial roof or floor- 
ing of thatch, and in this there is a small 
opening immediately between the columns. 
Resting on the columns oyer this opening 
to the well is a most primitively construct- 
ed windlass, This is operated on the 
ground below bya big, crude fashioned 
wooden wheel that is best described by 
comparing it to a birdcage, and this cage- 
like wheel in turn is operated by the slow 
and tollzome meandcrings of a very ancient 
and weary mule, that requires the constant 
surveillance of an Indian driver in order 
to keep him wide awake. Just what it is 
that keeps the Indian driyer awake is an- 
other question. 

A long, untanned leather strap winds 
several times around the birdcage wheel 
and then takes a dingonal cut up to the 
end of the windlass. Attached to the wind- 
lass are tyyo rude buckets, made something 
in the shape of barrels, which appear laden 
with as sweet, pure drinking water as ever 
quenched the thirst that springs eternal 
under the hot skies of the Mexican sea- 
coast. In the east wall of the quadrangle 
is an opening, through which a big wood- 
en flume leads from the water casks os 
they emerge from the well down to a series 
of wooden rescryoire that stand up on stilts 
about ten feet from the ground. 

In these reservoirs or sluice boxes the 
water is stored. Karly every morning 
these sluice Loxes are filled. he inhabit- 
ants of Guaymas come out and take their 
day's water supply therefrom, and by night 
the eluice boxes aro emptied. Not every 
inhabitant of Guaymas makes a diurnal 
pilgrimage to this primitive waterworks, 
but all of the poorer people, who cannot 
afford to pay the slight charges Incident 
upon haying their leathern water casks 
filled by tho regular carriers for the well to 
do, may be seen in the early hours of the 
morning going forth and returning with 
their crude and curious water yessels. 

One's first question upon discovering 
this antique water supply of Guaymas is 
inquiry concerning the age of the artesian 
well and the antiqno wall surrounding it. 
No one seems to know, but the American 
consul says it must be fully 400 years old, 
It Is cvidontly not of Tolteo or Aztec ori- 
gin, for its distinguishing characteristic 1s 

its extreme crudeness. Some day an en- 
terprising Yankce will import a few thou- 
fand feet of iron pipe into Guaymas, and 
thon these water carriers will be out of a 
job. It 4s doubtful, howeyer, whether it 
will ever pay to replace the tired mule that 
works the windlass by a stationary engine. 
Yhe artesian well les back of the hills and 
is at an eleyation of fully 1,000 fect above 
the town, 

Guoymas 4s situated on Yaqui bay and 
is the seaport of the provinces of Sonora and 
Chihuahun, Ita chief exporta are wheat, 
flour and hides, whilo the Indian part of 
the population makes its living by fishing 
ln the bay. Yaqui bay is a commodious 
port and has excellent anchorage, but is 
not provided with an abundance of modern 
wharfage facilities, Nevertheloss Guay 
mas’ forelgn trade is considerable, and, 
though the climate is hot and unhealthy, 

the strects narrow and dirty, the resi 
dences, a8 o rule, squalid and unplotur 
esque, yot the surrounding scenery is very 
beautiful during the winter months, and 
the place is yisited by not a few American 
ond European tourists, All these are loud 
in their praise of the delicious water they 
give you to drink at Guaymas, but very 
few of them know in what a primitive 
fashion it 4s furnished.—San 
Chroniclo,

$1 OR ONE DAY. 


A Punishment That No Man Need Fear In 
Gotham's Police Courts. 


If any respectable person should happen 
to get into the hands ef the polico and be 
fined by a city magistrate, when he had 
no money and didn’t want to make known 
his plight to friends, he might be benefit- 
ed by knowing that some threatened terms 
of imprisonment are not so awful as they 
seem to be, This is due to the fact that the 
day of commitment and the day of dis- 
charge always count in law as full days, 
and that it is the custom not to put a per- 
son to serving out a sentence until the end 
of the day of commitment and to release 
him on the morning of the day of dis- 
charge. 

A curious instance of how this works 
was witnessed the other day at the Charles 
Street police station.

HOTELS IN GREECE. 


Single Rooms Are Rare, and the Furnish- 
ings Are Painfully Scant. 

In Gre the hotels of the intorior fol 
low one general type—tlie Italian. There 
isnocommon sitting room. Why should 
there be? There is no office, but that docs 
not seem to interfere with the presenta- 
tion of bills. The ground floor Is given up 
to a cafe or restaurant, if the innkeeper 
goes into that line of business. Very of- 
ten, however, the master of the Apollo hag 
only rooms to let, The sleeping tments 
on the floor above are often appr hed by 
an outside stairway, and, as is to be ex- 
pected in southern climate, they are 
scantily furnished. Overfurnishing is a 
vico anywhere. Under a seuthern sky it is 
a crime, of which the Greeks are not 
guilty. There is usually a mirror, though 
that tribute to human vanity is sometimes 
lacking, and, like the Turk, the solitary 
Turkish towel bears po brother noar his 
throne. The bedstead is invariably of iron 
and does not offer the same yantage 

ground to the assailants of sleep as a 
weoden framework would do, but the cush- 
ions are there, and the walls are there, so 
that small comfort is to be derived from 
that slight reduction of possibilities, 

As in primitive United States within 
my memory, single rooms are rare. Two, 
three, four, five beds are put in one room 
or strung along thecorridors, A fastidious 
person who desires to occupy a room alone 
has to pay for all the beds therein, In some 
places special charges are made for sleep- 
ing in the daytime, and there is a fixed 
rate for sleeping on the floor. That a man 
should wish to be private when he Is asleep 
seems absurd toa race that sleeps at any 
time and in any place irrespective of on- 
lookers. But in this whole domain we 
Americans, who submit to the abomina- 
tion of the Pullman sleepers, have no right 
to find fault with any other nationality— 
we have no right to be fastidious about 
undressing in the eyes of the world, and a 
large charity ought to cover the divergon 
cies of different regions and different po- 
riods in this respect. In the good old times 
people used to go .y bed utterly devoid #1 
raiment, and the bedclothes, as we call) 
them still, were the only cl_thes.—Profess- 
or B, L, Gildersieeye in Atlantic. 


The State's Duty to the Prisoner. 


The ayerago age of the convicts of the 
United States is not far fr>m 26 years. 


' Therefore, the men constituting this body 


‘are undeveloped men, so faras age is con- 
cerned, and, as already stated, they are 
undeveloped in their moral and intellectu- 
al faculties—in fact, they are undeyeloped 
in all directions except to a certain extent 
in the criminal tendency which comes 
from their environment. They are also, te 
a yery large extent, short term men. A 
careful classifloation of the conyicts of the 
country shows that six-elghths are short 
term prisoners, one-cighth incorrigibles 
and one-eighth amenable to reformatory 
efforts. hese proportions are fairly cor- 
rect. They may be a little too large ora 
little too small, but practically they may 
be admitted. It cannot make very much 
difference what system is employed so 
that prices and wages are not affected, 
when the short term men are considered. 

There is not much to be gained, wheth- 
er in the interest of the state or of the 
community or of the convicts in putting 
them at work under one system of labor 
as against another. They must be employ- 
ed, their minds must be occupicd and theiz 
hands utilized, It cannot, from the very 
nature of things, be worth while for the 
state to erect costly plants for tho sake of 
gmploying them under one or another sys- 
tem of labor, No one can argue with rea- 
son that the short term prisoner himself 
is to be particularly benefited by any such 
employment. The chief point to be insist- 
ed upon is that his labor shall not be de- 
basing. If he can be employed in making 
blankets, furniture, coarse boots and shoes 
and the inflnite variety of things that may 
be needed in the state Institutions with- 
out the introduction of power machinery, 
not oply the state will be the gainer, but 
also the prisoner himself. He does not stay 
in prison long enough, as a rule, to be 
taught in the higher methods of manual 
training, and what little he can learn by 
running some machine is of little conse- 
quence in his after life. If ho stays long 
enough in prison, the state should see te 
it that he comes out better equipped to 
earn a living than when he entered it.— 
Carroll D. Wright in North American Re- 
view.

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SIGAR RIBBONS, 


Ninety-four Styles Made and Their Man- 
ufacture an Important Industry. 


| One New York firm alone tunns out 
| yearly an average of more than $200,000 
| worth of cigar ribbons and on these em 
| ploys nearly 600 hands, Until 18068, it is 
| said, no cigar ribbons were manufactured 

here, ‘The use of silk ribbons to tie up el 


gars originated in Cuba. The Spantard’s 
patriotism impelled him to choose the na- 
tional colors of red and yellow, and these 
two colors, separate or in combination, are 
still the fayorites. The first ribbo: re 
made in Barcelona and were the rich crim- 
s0n scarlet known as the Figaro, the vivid 
yellow of the Cabanas and Partigas and 
the red and yellow of the Espanola. 

The first domestic ribbons made wero of 
cotton, of a pale y@llow with a brown 
stripe runnimg down the center, and this 
was speedily followed by a ribbon made 
wholly of silk. In 1868 0 cigar manufac- 
turer in this country conceived the idea of 
having his name printed on the silk rib- 
bon, which had hitherto been plain, and 
tlso the shape of the cigar. This was at 
frst dono in black, then in colors and 
eyentually in silver and gold, with em- 
bossed work and coats of arms. Thon the 
name was woyen into the ribbon instead 
of being printed. Many of these ribbons 
are still in use on expensive goods. Woyen 
ribbon is very valuablo as a trademark, 
since it Is impossible to duplicate it in 
small quantities. 

In 1868 the first ribbon factory was es- 
tablished in this country by a man named 
Wicke, who established a small factory 
near tho East river. It was operated by 
two Swiss. The demand for the ribbon in- 
creased, and in 1870 the profits were so 
good that a four loom factory was started 
and operated by Swiss weavers ospecially 
imported. Only two widths of what is 
termed ‘‘Londres'’ ribbons were then 
at) In 1887 there were more ribbons 
used in proportion to the total number of 
cigars manufactured in this country than 
in any other yoar, and since then the bun- 
dling of cigars has steadily decreased in 
fayor of the system of packing 25 or 50 in 
a box without ribbons, but so great has 
been the inere: in the number of cigars 
mado, now over 4,000,000,000 yearly, that 
the ribbon business has not decreased, but 
has steadily held its own, 

The raw silk for the ribbon is imported 
direct from Japan and China. There are 
94 es of cigar ribbons made, varying 
In width from one-cighth of an inch to 144 
Inches. Uniied States ribbons are sold in 
Canada in proference to the English make, 
although the duty on our goods is heavier.

If one really cares 
for what is thought, peace of mind on a 
journey or in the hotel is notfor him, The 
poor service in hotels is given by the 
Women seryants, and therefore the house- 
kceper may often be sent for to note neglect 
in cleanliness. This may require a fee, toc 
(about 6 francs), but tho service thereafter 
is likely to be sullen, so that finally, wher 
the situation is not to be borne without 
loss of temper, one wisely concludes thai 
the hotel is not of his kind, and he goes 
elsewhere. It is worth while to complain 
once to the manager if matters are wrong, 
but if thateffects no reform one had better 
moye on, because it will be evident that 
the management does not care whether he 
stays or goes. ‘he European landlord, and 
especially the landJady, is a callous crea: 
ture, who smiles and smiles and is yil 
lain still. 

Yet the evil of feeing is worse at home, 
It is hardly possible to make anything g¢ 
in an American hotel in the eastern states 
except at the rate of $1 a week to the table 
waiter, the same to the chambennaids, 
several dollars to the head waiter after 6 
week or ten days, if he has given yous 
nice table, well placed, and 25 cents to the 
minor attendants every ten days or week 
ly.

th lived on the bottom of the occa 
when New York state was covered by the 
sea. The rocks of the Helderberg moun- 
tains in Schoharie and Albany counties, 
N. Y., are full of quecr crustaceans, which 
were the ancestors of modern lobsters and 
crabs, Such crustaceans are yielded in 
large quantities by the famous cement 
beds of Buffalo. Froin these is obtained 
a so called water limestone, which is con- 
yerted into cement by a simple process of 
burning and grinding, 

Once upon a time there was a shallow 
Take in a little valley near Pike's peak, 
Colorado. Ancient streams poured into 
this lnke, their waters carrying insects, 
which fell intothem. There was a great 
yolcanic eruption in the neighborhood, and 
great quantities of ashes and other debris 
filled up the lake, burying the tnsects and 
preserving them in fossil shape. hus it 
happens that geologists nowadays dig out 
the fossil insects with pickax and hammer. 
One little hill, which was formerly an is- 
land in w lake, has been found a mine of 
these bugs of antiquity. Buried in the 
rocks are mosquitoes and gnats in abun- 
dance, bees and wasps of many species, 
ants of all sorts, saw flies, butterflies and 
moths. Of fossil hectles the variety is end- 
less. Thero are ground beetles, water bec- 
tles, June bugs; blister beetles, snout bee- 
tles, with long noses; also dragon flies and 
cockroaches, It seems wonderful that

things so fragile, so minute and s0 easily 
destroyed should haye been preserved in 
rocks for millions of years in such perfec: 
tion that the yery hairs which fringe the 
wings of certain small yaricties are visible 
today beneath the microscope. From the 
remarkable deposit described comes the 
greater part of the National Museum's col- 
lection of fossil insects, which, appropriate: 
ly enough, is placed alongside of the new 
collection of fossil jellyfishes. — Boston 
Transcript.

Insanity From Shock. 

The pathetic recital of the experience of 
an engineer whose reason was shattered 
by his train running over and killing two 
men leads thoughtful persons to the con: 
templation of the exceeding frailty of hu- 
manity and the awful consequences to the 
sensitive mind of such an accident as that 
which was the real causo of the collision 
of two trains. 

Of a highly nervous temperament, the 
evgineer, while he felt himself guiltless of 
murder, was yet so overcome with the 
knowledge that he had taken two lives 
that he was wholly unbalanced, and prob: 
ably in tho most mechanical way, with 
his hand on the leyer, sent his train along 
tho tracks, completely oblivious of the dan 
ger that threatened him. The piteous ap: 
peal to his follows, asking them if he real. 
ly was to blame, is one of the most pitiful 
incidents in the affair, Experts say that 
an engineer can only pass through a given 
amount of strain, and that onco baving 
passed this point he is scarocly accountabl¢ 
for what he may do.

The Polar Snow Cap of Mars. 

We have received the following informa 
tion from America: ‘A telegram reoolyed 
at Harvard observatory on Jan, 11 from 
Lowell observatory, now located near the 
City of Mexico, says that a rift has been 
observed since Jan. 7 in tho north polar 
cap of Mars in longitude 40." This riff 
is probably similar to those observed at 
the opposition of 1894 in the southern cap. 
Professor W. H. Pickering, with a six inok 
telescope, found one on May 29, crossing 
tho cap from longitude 880 to 170, his 
grew considerable in size, measurementt 
made on June 6 and 16 Indicating a width 
of 100 and 850 miles respectively. Mr. 
Douglass also during tho same month, 
June 10, detected a second and third rift, 
tho latter running from longitude 170 te 
90. The sequence of phenomena observod 
seems to Indicate that they are due to the 
lower leyols at the poles being uncovered. 
In this way, as the snow melts, tho bare 
ground is exposed, appearing dark in con: 
trast to the snow still lying on tho more 

elevated heights, Thelr broadening is then 
a natural result of tho doparting snow 
and indicates that the polar cap is at that 
time in a far adyanced state of disintegra: 
tion. —Nature, ‘|

Between the 
lines where the heayy assaults had been 
made there was in some places a dis- 
tance cf 30 or 40 yards completely cov- 
ered by the dead and wounded of both 
sides. The bodies of dead were festering 
in the sun, while the wounded were dy- 
ing a torturing death from starvation, 
thirst and loss of blood. In some places 
the stench became sickening. Every at- 
tempt to make a change in the picket 
line brought on heayy firing, as both 
sides had become nervous from long 
watchfulness, and the slightest move- 
ment on either frout led to the belied 
that it was the beginning of an assault. 
Tn the night there was often heavy ar- 
tillery firing, somotimes accompanied by 
musketry, with a view to deterring the 
other side from attacking, or occasioned 
by false rumors of an attempt to as- 
sault. The men on the advanced lines 
had to lie close to the ground in narrow 
trenches, with little water for drinking 
purposes except that obtained from sur- 
face drainage. They were subjected tc 
the broiling heat by day and the chill- 
ing winds and fogs at night and had tc 
eat the rations that could be got to them 
under the greatest imaginable discom- 
fort. 


A QUORUM OF CONGRESS. 


Much Business Transacted Without One. 
Privileges of Representatives, 

In “This Country of Onurs,’’ in The 
Century, ex-President Harrison gives 
this interesting view of the workings of 
congress: *‘A majority of each house, 
under the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 
If a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi- 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur- 
ed. But the members present are empow- 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend- 
ane of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide.’ A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the honsc 
when a quorum is not present, the ab- 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by arollcall. The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptiovs and dinners, but al- 
ways an unwelcome one when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen- 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. One-fifth of the members pres- 
ent may demand a yote by yeas and 
nays, and the yote must be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceedings. This journal 
does not include the debates, which are, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record. 

“The senators and members are priy- 
ileged from arrest, except for treuson, 
felony or breach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective houses 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. A m®mnber may 
be punished by the house to which he 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two-thirds yote of the house may be 
expelled.’’

Making Up the Sickbed. 

To a nervous patient the wrinkles which 
come in the bedding may occasion real 
suffering, and the lower sheet should be 
drawn tightly to the under edges of the 
mattress and securely pinned. Anotheran- 
noyance is the frequent necessary change 
of bed linen, during which one in a weak 
condition is apt to take cold. This may be 
ayoided if tLe nurse will arrange o part of 
the bed ataiime. The soiled lower sheet 
must first be unpinned from the vacant 
side and be pushed as far toward the cen- 
ter of the conch as possible. A clean and 
thoroughly heatcd one replaces it, being 
fastened to the lower edge of the mattress 
and smoothed also toward the center of the 
bed, where its extra width lies in folds. 
‘The unused pillow now receives its fresh, 
warm covering, and the patient may be 
gently moved to the place prepared for his 
reception, while from the now vacant part 
the soiled sheet may easily be drawn and 
the new one stretched and fastened. Dur- 
ing the operation the warm upper covering 
has remained undisturbed, being simply 
loosened at the foot, and now from beneath 
this the upper sheet may be drawn and be 
replaced by another (heated, of course) 
without once removing the blankets.—

This was to be fired 
at random up into the air to fall among 
the soldiers of the opposite side to be 
picked up as it might and taken to the 
man whose ad was in the note, 
along with othér instructions to be fol- 
lowed out by the brother who might be 
in condition to do it. You can see how 
childish and almost impossible it was, 
but there was just that chance in it that 
mude it attractive to the boys, and they 
told each other goodby and went their 
ways, the one to the north, the other to 
the south, each bearing with him his 
chain and note of identification attached 
to the bit of lead that some day might 
bear on its wings the message of death.’’ 

‘The veteran was becoming poetic and 
pathetic, and the reporter suggested a 
refilling of the glasses, and the sugges- 
tion met with immediate and pleased 
approyal 

“Por the first two years,’’ continued 
the veteran, ‘‘the boys hadn’t any occa- 
sion to use their signals, for they had 
gone through unscathed, and, besides, 
they were serving in sections of the 
country widely separated, but in 1863, 
in the fall, they were with the armies 
fighting through Tennessee, though they 
had lost track of each other except in a 
general way. 

“Just what they knew of each other's 
Whereabouts I don’t know, but one night 
in November there was a skirmish some- 
where in the neighborhood of Knoxville, 
in which 500 or 600 men on a side were 
engaged, without result, and both sides 
had settled down for the night to wait 
and fight it out by daylight.

I 
am not positive, but it seems to me that 
IT heard the last two shots before still- 
ness settled over all. What the details

A SMOKESTACK PROBLEM. 
Many Schemes That Failed Before tho 
High Chimney Was Painted. 

At the cement works on the wost 
shore of Hempstead harbor there isa 
smokestack 123 feet high an feet in 
diameter which has long ne paint- 
ing. The manager thought the ad 
come to dispose of the job. ‘lwo of the 
foremen, the shovel er and a 
young carpenter set their wits to work 
to contrive a way of getting a rope up 
through the pipe’s interior and down on 
the outside so that an apparatus cunld 

be rigged to hoist the painter. 

One of the Italians suggested letting 
a pigeon loose to fly up inside of the 
stack, but this solved only half the prob- 
lem. Another workman suggested a 
small balloon, The first one to formu- 
late what seemed a feasible plan was the 
head foreman, who fastened 10 fect of 
small brass chain to a rocket, and to 
that a cord, and then sent them skylark- 
ing through the pipe. As a spectacle it 
was fine, but the heat from the powder 
burned off the chain, and the string 
was left at its starting point. Then the 
unger foreman tried. He had made a 
kite having two strings, one of which 
went through a pulley attached near the 
kite, Which had a sinall iron weight 
fastened to its upper end, the intention 
being to fly the kite until it was direct- 
ly over the smokestack, and then lower 
the weight down into the interior. 

The kite worked beautifully until it 
was time for it to be useful, when it 
turned a vomersault, tangling itself in 
the pulley tackle, and the whole thing 
came to grief. Then the carpenter begau 
to talk, He, too, remembered boyish 
pastimes and believed they could be 
turned to account. His idea was to as- 
cend the cable tower, 90 feet distant 
and 130 feet high, and from this posi- 
tion throw into the smokestack a weight 
tied toastring. Lhe wind was blowing 
agale, but this did not discourage the 
man, and he, with the two foremen, a5- 
cended the tower for performance No, 8. 

‘To throw a two pound weight fasten- 
ed to a string was no easy matter, and 
it was exceedingly difficult to keep a 
foothold on the tower. After three trials, 
however, the weight fell as planned, 


save that the string broke. Later the 
carpenter tried again, casting the weight 
four times before it entered the stack. 

When the rigging to hoist the painter 
Was in order, there was a call for yol- 
unteers, but only one man responded. 
He was the shovel engineer, Will Suy- 
der, from Chicago. He has had an ex- 
perience in work in high places, for 
whenever the steel cable, 140 feet above 
the ground, needs tarring Snyder gets a 
paint pot, swings himeelf astride the 
framework of the traveler and paints 
the cable as the traveler goes back and 
forth on its regular business. 

Several of the men employed at the 
cement works seem to be born acrobats, 
and they work far up in the air as easily 
as on the ground, so that when repxirs 
are needed on the towers or cables 
and cool, level headed men must be had 
there has never been any necessity to go 
outside of the regular force.

A THURLOW FATALITY 


Anaccident which resulted in the death of 
Samuel Clarke on ‘Thursday, April 8th, in 
the second concession of Thurlow, a short 
distance east of Belleville, on the farm of 
Sylvanus Roblin.

The horse 
supplying the motive power to the Fawing 
machine was severely injured by pieces of 
flying iron.

Stone Formations on Which Wore Found 
S80meo Wonderful Pictures, 

Pliny, a well known writer of about 
the time of Christ, mentions having 
seen an agate the lines and markings of 
which formed a perfect picture of Apollo 
and the nine muses. Pliny says that the 
little children recognized it on sight. 
In this wonderful natural Picture, as 
well as the artificial drawings, Apollo 
was represented seated in the midst of 
the muses, harp in hand, 

Majolus, another writer of high stand- 
ing, saw an agate in the collection of a 
jeweler at Venice which, when polish- 
ed, showed a perfect picture of a shep- 
herd with acrook in hand and cloak 
thrown loosely over his shoulders. 

In tho church of St. John, at Pisa, 
Italy, there is a piece of stone heavily 
marked with red, blue and yellow spar, 
the lines representing an old man with 
heavy white beard, with a bell in his 
hand, seated beside a small stream. To 
the worshipers at St. John’s it is known 
as the St. Anthony stone, the picture 
upon it being a perfect likeness of that 
saint, even to the minor details of tunic 
and bell.

Teting Coal. 

An apparatus by which an engineer 
may test or determine the quality and 
adaption of the coal he receives is de- 
scribed in the Boston Journal of Com- 
merce, The test is not intended to bean 
analysis, but principally to show tho 
amount of fixed carbon in tho coal and 
the percentage of ash. As each carlond 
is received sataples are taken from 20 or 
more parts of the car, thoroughly mixed 
and quartered, each quarter being also 
mixed and quartered until the sample is 
obtained, This sample is then carefully 
weighed, the yolatile matter driven off, 
weighed again, and the carbon consumed, 
and the ash weighed, This estimate is 
important in guarding against the use 
of coal having an undue percentage of 
ash. ‘Cho various coals differ in the per- 
contage of ash which they contain, som@ 
Cumberland coals haying from 12 to 14 
per cent of ash, while a good New river 
will have as low as 8 or 4 per cent. 
Thus, though the coals may look alike 
to the average engineer, the heat yalue 
characterizing them is 10 per cent great- 
er in ono description than the other, 
and, ascertaining this, an important 
saving in the cost of fuel may result.

It is well that there are a 

number of dangerous trades which give 
riso to serious di ses; but, as a matter 
of fact, almost every occupation has 
some ailment peculiar to itself. A doc- 
tor can always tell if his patient isa 
baker, for instance, by the state of his 
teeth. The flour dust collects on the 
teeth, becomes acid and gives rise to a 
spocial kind of decay. Bakers, owing tc 
their irregular life, sleeping in the day 
and working at night, and because of the 
hot air and dust, are great victims tc 
consumption, Blacksmiths, strong as 
they are, very often suffer from paraly- 
sis of the whole right side from the con- 
tinuous shock of hammering, and their 
eyes become weak from the glare of the 
fire. Athletes, strange to say, donot, asa 
rule, enjoy long life. Professional boxers, 
wrestlers, gymnasts, cyclists, are short 
lived and suffer from enlargement of 
the heart and diseases of the Inngs. 
Boilermakers get deaf from the contin- 
nal loud noise. Brewers and brewers’ 
drivers drink beer in such Jarge quanti- 
tics that they ruin their livers and gen- 
erally die young. Bricklayers and plas- 
terers are yery healthy, and they are 
said to resemble asses in never dying. 
Butchers are very strong and healthy, 
but they suffer in health through eating 
little pieces of raw meat. Cabmen are 
noted for ‘‘nipping,’’ and they endure 
tho natural consequences. The cold alsc 
affects their faces to such a degree that 
the muscles of the face become frequent- 
ly paralyzed. 

Carpenters and cabinet makers are 
afflicted with varicose veins in the legs, 
and the action of the shoulder in sawing 
and planing produces a diseased condi- 
tion of the large artery that runs from 
the heart to the arm, s0 that there is 
not a carpenter living, a doctor says, in 
whom a curious noise may not be heard 
by applying the ear to that blood ves- 
sel. Hardly a single china scourer lives 
to old age without becoming asthmatic. 
Clergyman’s sore throat is of cours¢ 
well known. It is said by some to re- 
sult from having the mouth open so fre- 
quently, the air going in that way and 
drying the throat. Others say itis caused 
by the clerical collar. And others stil) 
say it results from the fact that the 
clergyman preaches from a pulpit and 
has to bend his head downward—for 
barristers, who talk quite as much, dc 
not suffer as much as clergymen, being 
on the same leyel as their hearers. 

Miners, from working in the dark, 
become very irritable. Their eyes get 
weak, and their lungs become quite 
black—miners’ lung. Cooks, particular- 
ly male cooks working in hotels, clubs 
and restaurants, get gout from contin- 
ually tasting rich food, and both male 
and female cooks get varicose veins aud 
flat feet from long standing as well as 
the well known ache of the face from 
the heat and dirt. Coopers haye a lumy 
on the knee, which is really a little bag 
of fluid put there by nature to protect 
the knee from the injurious effects of 
pressing it against the barrel. Divers’ 
hearts become distended from holding 
their breath. 

Domestic servants are remarkable for 
suffering from typhoid fever. House- 
maids are frequently afflicted with poy- 
erty of blood from drinking tea and 
running up stairs. Dressmakers’ long 
hours and confinement result in con- 
sumption very often, but more often in 
indigestion, poverty of blecd and im- 
paired eyesight. The fumes of nitric 
acid make goldsmiths’ eyes sore, and 
they get cramps in their fingers from 
catching small screws. Nearly all the 
human beings who suffer from that 
awful disease, glanders, are grooms. 

India robber workers haye very bad 
headaches and great mental depression. 
Painters are poisoned by the lead they 
use £0 much, and all their muscles, but 
especially their wrist muscles, become 
very weak. Photographers get poisoned 
by cyanide of potassium. The dust that 
enters the lungs of potters when they 
are sifting clay interferes so much with 
their breathing that ‘‘potter’s asthma’? 
is « well known disease. Compositors 
get cracks and fissures in the lips and 
small tumors in their mouths from the 
habit of putting type in the mouth, and 
consumption attacks them frequently 
because of the slooping posture and the 
confined, sedentary life. Politicians arc 
greatest sufferers of all, the constant 
dram drinking giving them indigestion, 
jaundice and nervous diseases, killing 
them at an earlier age than members of 
any other profession. Sailors, very sin- 
gularly, suffer greatly from consump- 
tion, owing to the cold and damp and 
the bad air of the forecastle. Salesmen 
and saleswomen in shops do a lot of 
standing, which gives them yaricose 
veins and pains in the feet. Cloth scour- 
ers, who inhale benzine and turpentine, 
suffer from headache, lassitude and 
nervousness. Shoemakers get their chest 
pressed in by the last, lose thoir appetite 
and strength and have headaches. Stone- 
cutters’ eyes are often injared by the 
flying stone. 

Tea tasters, although they only take 
the tea into the mouth and do not swal- 
low it, become so nervous that they can 
follow their employment for only a pe- 
ried of eight to ten yeurs, The sedentary 
life of lawyers, artists, students and 

literary men gives rise to gout, which 
is said to kill more wise men than fools: 
dyspepsia, which made Carlyle's life 
such # torture, and apoplexy, which

True Story of Marco Polo:’’ 

And I assure you this river flows s« 
far and traverses so many countries an¢ 
cities that in good sooth thore pasa anc 
repass on its waters a great number o: 
yessels and more wealth and merchan 
dise than all the rivers and all the sea 
of Christendom put together. It seem: 
indeed more like a sea than river. Mes- 
ter Marco Polo said that he once beheld 
at that city 15,000 vessels at one time. 
And you may judge if this city of nue 
great sizehas such a number, how many 
must there be altogether, considering 
that on the banks of this river there are 
more than 16 provinces and more than 
200 great cities, besides towns and vil- 
lages, all pesscssing vessels. 

Messer Marco Polo aforesaid tells us 
that he heard from the officer employed 
to collect the great khan’s duties on this 
river that there passed up stream 200,- 
000 vessels in the year, without count- 
ing thoce that passed down! Indeed, as 
it has a course of such great length and 
receives so many other navigable rivers, 
itis no wonder that the merchandise 
which is borne on it is of vast amount 
and yalue. And the article in largest 
quantity of all is salt, which is carried 
by this river and its branches to all the 
cities on their banks and thence to the 
other cities in the interior, 

The vessels which ply on this river 
are decked, They have bnt one mast, 
but they are of great burthen, for I can 
assure you thoy carry, reckoning by our 
weight, from 4,000 to 12,000 cantars 
each. In going up stream they have to 
be hauled, for the current is so strong 
that they could not make head in any 
other manner. Now the towline, which 
is some 800 paces in length, is made of 
nothing but cane. "Tis in this way: 
They have those great canes of which I 
told you before that they aro some 15 
paces in length. These they take and 
split from end to end into many slender 
strips, and then they twist these stvips 
together fo as to make a rope of uny 
length they please. And the ropes sc 
mado are stronger than if they were 
made of hemp.

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WOMEN AS 


A QUESTION NOW IN THE REALM OF 
SCIENTIFIC DISCUSSION, 


Women Steal Much Less Frequently Than 
Mon 
Which Actuate the Two—Frequently the 


Do—Differences In the Impulses 


Woman Steals Under a Man's Influence, 


The British Medical Journal affirma 
that cases of stealing by women who are 
more or less kleptomaniacs have become 
of late 80 numerous and 80 distressing thet 
it might be expediont to employ special 
deterrents, such as visible policemen in 
the shops which principally invite this 
kind of semidelirious action, Our conten 
porary, after reflection, however, dismiss- 
ws this suggestion as impracticable, the 
shopkeeper who resorted to it being nearly 
certain to lose all custom, and we rather 
doubt, from the police records, whether the 
offenso is increasing as much as the writer 
fancies. Every form of interesting crime 
seems to increase nowndays because it is 
more commented on. Wor of a certain 
kind have always been addicted to shop- 
lifting, and their inclination has always 
attracted attention, partly from its ex- 
treme inconvenienco to shopkeepers, whose 
very business compels them to expose their 
goods to this risk, and partly, we imagine, 
because men are so accustomed to trust ip 
the honesty of women that this particular 
aberration from their usual habits excites 
@ sense of surprise. Women haye much 
less opportunity of stealing than men, as 
they could hardly take to burglary, high- 
way robbery or the work of the footpad, 
women, we notice, being rarely accused 
even of snatching jewels or purses from 
other women, though they can approach 
them so closely. They are, besides, wo feel 
sure, more honest. ‘They fecl the tempta- 
tion of money less and the sense of its im- 
portance and of their own trusteeship in 
regard to it much more. 

That is the universal opinion of the con- 
tinent, where women are implicitly trust- 
ed with the till, and we notice that the 
practice is spreading here, so that charge 
of the cash receipts of shops is becoming 
one of the most frequent of female employ- 
ments. If they would get up thelr arlth- 
metic # little more perfectly and be a little 
less irritable when ovyerhurried—meon un- 
der such ciroumstances display a silent ob- 
stinacy rather than irritation—they might 
obtain a monopoly of this sort of work, 
greatly to their own relief, for the occupa- 
tion suits them, and to that of the men, 
who suffer both in health and spirits from 
confinement in little glass boxes whero 
they can hardly stretch themselves and 
from an occupation which, though most 
respectablo, allows no scope for overgy or 
for the exertion of physical strength. 

Thero are bold female swindlers, but 
they generally swindle by using tholr ca- 
pacity for histrionics. The charges of em- 
bezzlement alleged against women are ex- 
traordinarily few, while thelr honesty as 
servants, when they must often be griev- 
ously tempted, is really marvelous. The 
ordinary well to do housemistress takes no 
more precautions against her maids’ thiey- 
ing propensities than agaiust her daugh- 
ters’, and if she is a shrew dilates upon ey- 
ery fault possible. except this one, Nine 
times out of ten when a maid steals it is 
under the influence of some man outside, 
& remark which experienced policemen say 
is true even of the street girls, who are sc 
frequently charged with the offense. Wom- 
en, in fact, steal much less frequently than 
men do. 

The fact, as contrasted with the other 
fact mentioned by our :nedical contempo- 
rary—yviz, the addiction of some women 
to shoplifting—suggests an inquiry of some 
intellectual interest. Is it possible that the 
animus furendi, as the lawyers call it, the 
actual motive for stealing, differs in the 
sexes in kind as wellas in degree? We 
have an idea that this may be true and 
that the woman's desire to thicve is ex 
cited by a wish to possess the visiblo arti 
cle stolen, while the man’s is aroused by 8 
craying for the pleasures or the idleness 
which the article stolen will purchase. H« 
secks money, In fact, while she seek: 
things. Only an old and experienced re 
celyer of stolen goods could answer the 
question with any exactness as regards the 
thieving classes, but among the educated 
this is almost certainly the case. 

Educated men embezzle, forge and swin 
dle often cnough, and indeed it takes some 
education to be successful in those lines oj 
villainy, but they are rarely conyicted of 
shoplifting, while that is the special of 
fense of educated women who take to this 
description of crime. The latter very rare 
ly forge, which is remarkable, for, being 
less controlled by commercial opinion, 
they undoubtedly attach less opprobriurm 
to this form of crime than men do, while 
they are quite as competent to commit 
forgeries, but they take things out of shops, 
the reason being that the things .attract 
them more than the abstract wish for 
money does. We do not mean that they arc 
intluenced by kleptomania more than men 
are, here is such an inpulse, and it fs 
exceedingly strong in both sexes, as all 
men know who are familiar with ships, 
barracks, clubs or public schools, but it ts 
not ungoyernablo—the belts of the soldiers 
govern it very offectually—and it is con 
stantly pleaded whcro it does not exist. 
True madness which takes that form, 
though it exists, Is rare and is usually ac 
companied by other recognizablo signs, 

But we fancy that with some women 
there is a distinct pleasure in acquiring 
things without paying for them, in part 
independent of their moncy value, te 
which there is nothing corresponding In 
the minds of males. There is something 
of the spirit of adventure in the effort as 
well as greed and something, too, of that 
overweening and indeed inexplicable idea 
of their own clasin to the portablo proper: 
ty they want, which is 50 frequently ap: 
parent even in women who are genuinely 
respectable.—London Standard.

“No, old man, of course I don't be- 
lieve in spirits or nonsense of that sort. 
Yot something that I never quite under- 
stood once happened to me, You all

“After I left Oxford—withant honors 
—I spent a lot of time loafing at home.

‘| some or not. At first, when I cut for a 

day or ¢wo, I would call it business, but 
the mater knew old Findlay had always 
managed the investments, and the mon- 
ey and all that. So when I took a run 
up to town and didn’t return at night I 
had to inyent a friend and to pretend L 
had put up with him, ‘That came as 
easy as lying always does. Only mother, 
who had little to interest her, insisted 
on hearing all the partionlars—how my 
friend looked, what he said and the 
rest, I got into a lot of tight places at 
the start, till IT thought of a man I had 
known two years before and kept to a 
description of him. 

“Tlarberton was his name. He was 
cruising on the Mediterranean for his 
health when I was on the Sayonara with 
the Blakes.

Crystal Sky Columns, 


An explanation of a curious optical 
phenomenon sometimes witnessed on 
frosty nights which is called the ‘‘pseu- 
do aurora,’’ is offered in Science by Mr. 
Goode of the Chicago university. The 
phenomenon takes the form of beautiful 
columns of silvery light standing .over 
electric arc lamps and other bright 
lights and sometimes appearing almost 
to reach the zenith. Mr. Gootle says 
that sometimes the evening star has a 
bright shaft below as well as aboye, 
while the rising moon standsin a broad 
column of lighi. These appearances are 
due to floating frost crystals which keep 
their reflecting faces horizontal. On ex- 
amination he found that the crystals 
concerned in the exhibition were thin 
six sided plates of ice, neyer more than 
one millimeter in diameter. When the 
wind blows, those little plates are upset, 
and the colomns of light, caused by re- 
flection from their surfaces, disappear. 


A Pin In His Heart. 


The old time idea that the slightest 
touch of a foreign substance on the heart 
means certain death was shattered years 
ago. One of the most remarkable cases 
ever heard of, however, was that de- 
scribed in a paper read before the Asso: 
ciation of American Physicians some 
years ago by Dr. Poabody. It was of a 
case where a pin was found in a human 
heart after having been there for an in- 
definite period. The point of the pin 
was distant above five millimeters from 
the external surface of the heart. The 
pin seemed eroded and was broken by 
the seissors in dissection, without be

IT MUST BE TRAINED. 


THE REASON WHY MEMORY {8 80 
OFTEN ACCUSED OF TREACHERY, 


Clergymen's Dopendence on the Text of 


tho Service—Actors Anxious to Avoid 


Memorizing Whenever Possible — Tho 


Prompter In German Theaters. 


One of the accnéations most frequently 


brought against that conyenient faculty 
Known as memory is that itis treacherous, 
While pretending with every appearance of 
honesty to be its owner's faithful servant, 
it is merely awaiting a particularly awk- 
ward moment, say the critics, to betray 
him ignominionsly. It is unquestionably 
true that modern memories, the best of 
them, are degenorates when compared with 
the ancient ones, If the task of perpetu- 
ating Homor's *‘Niad” and “The Arabian 
Nights’ Entertainment’? now depended 
Wholly upon some one's ability to memo- 
rizo those long productions, it is quite safe 
to assume that the next generation would 
hear them in an excecdingly abridged form, 

But the fault of its present weakness 
cannot be laid altogether at the door of 


memory itself. That ia probably still capa- 
ble of performing vastly more than it ever 
does at present, but, like all servants, it 
must be trained and then kept up to its 
work, Whether on the whole this is worth 
while is another question. It would un- 
doubtedly be most convenient on many oc- 
casions to recall things at will, without 
any written aseistance. But considering 
the time in which we live, when every- 
thing worth remembering is printed, or 
can be without much trouble, there is lit- 
tle real need for much memorizing. The 
majority of people prefer to be dependent 
upon books and notes rather than to con- 
yert their heads into storerooms, the stock 
of which is likely to be considerably jum- 
bled up and, at least in part, rubbish. 

It is a peculiar fact that a speaker who 
ig accustomed to rely upon some outside 
aid to his memory, even though he may, 
by much repetition, haye learned the words 
by heart, is almost always thrown into 
confusion if the usual aid is suddenly with- 
drawn. Episcopal clergymen who haye 
readthe seriyees of the church for many 
years are good examples of this. Most of 
them confess to the worst of yerbal mem- 
ories. Although they actually know the 
‘whole susbtance of the ritual as well as 
they do their own names, they haye grown 
80 used to reading it that the absence of 
the familiar printed lines would drive 
words and ideas completely out of their 
heads. Many of them are “‘slayes of the 
book’’ down to the shortest portions of the 
service, not even yenturing to recite tho 
Lord’s Prayer without the text at hand. 
Not infrequently this absolute dependence 
is the cause of odd delays and mistakes. 

Thero is a certain clergyman who has, 
however, a precisely opposite method. For 
one thing he has memorized the marriago 


-sorivce so perfectly that he never refreshes 


his mind on any point by reading it, and, 
in fact, does not eyen hayo a book within 
reach. his latter practice often appears 
like tempting fate to those who hear him, 
and many a guest bas speculated, as he 
listened, upon what would happen if the 
minister's memory suddenly played him a 
trick, 

On the stagea similar state of affairs 
may be found. It might be thought that 
since they are required by the nature of 
their work to memorize so much, actors 
would find the task an easy one in time, 
and would not object toa trifle more or 
less of it. But this is notso. As urule 
they never learn anything which there is a 
possible chance for reading. If a few lines 
are to be spoken behind the scenes or any- 
where out of sight of the audience, the ac- 
tor has a copy of them and sayes himself 
the trouble of committing the passage to 
memory. All stago letters read by actors 
are fully written out, and tho player, in 
spiteof the number of times he has repeat- 
ed the words, could not do so without the 
paper before him tosave his life. Reading 
with a yiew to remembering the exact 
words and reading without any such pur- 
pose are two entirely different operations, 

Mrs, Kendal, however, does not believe 
in the customary way of managing the let- 
ter business. She insists upon haying any 
member of her company under such cir- 
cumstances get the letter by heart, so that 
in case the proper piece of paper should be 
lost any blank sheet might be instantly 
substituted and the difference neyer be de- 
teoted. 

In a Gorman theater, where it is usual 
to produce a large number of plays chang- 
ing the bill every two or three nights, the 
work of the actors would be exceedingly 
hard but for the extraordinary method of 
prompting which is employed. Instead of 
standing in the wings and rendering bia 
services only on the rare occasions when 
some actor forgets his lines, the prompter 
sits in a hood, like that at the Metropolitan 
Opera House, directly in front of the mid- 
dle of the stage. The hood looks somewhat 
like an exaggerated footlight, and its shape 
seryes to throw back the prompter's voice 
toward the people on the stage, Sitting 
here he reads the whole play through from 
beginning to end, keeping justa line ahead 
of the actors. Such a process sounds as if 
it would be extremely confusing to every 
ono in the play, but they haye accustomed 
themselyes to depend upon this support. 
Te rather low monotone in which the 
prompter reads js not audible to the rest 
of the house, except sometimes to those in 
tho first row or in the stage boxes, At 
the opera the prompter generally repeats 
the first words of cach ne of the air dur- 
ing the performance, 

Singers are ns much averse as actors to 
learning what may just as well be read, 
M. Castelwary, who sang behind the 
scenes, tho part of the dragon Fafnor 
in “Stogfried,'’ did s0 entirely from his 
notes, snd Miss Schilling, the voice of the 
bird, follows the same method,—New York 
Tribune. 7

IVORY WANTS DAMAGES. 


Demands a Hundred Thousand 
From England, 


Washington, April 19.—Edward J. 
Ivory, who was arrested in England last 
fall on the charge of conspiring to destroy 
public buildings and highways by means 
of dynamite, has prepared a bomb for the 
British Goyernment in the shape of a 
claim for $100,000, which he has asked 
the State Department to press for pay- 
ment. . 

According to the memorial which has 
been submitted to the department, Ivory + 
left New York on August 17 last for 
England. Later he went to Glasgow, 
where he was captured on September 7. 
His trial followed on January 22 and 28, 
and on the latter day the prosecuting 
solicitor informed the presiding justice 
that there was absolutely no evidence | 
against Ivory, and requested that the 
case against him be dismissed. 

For his detention and incarceration in | 
prison Ivory declares that $100,000 dam- 
ages is a reasonable sum for Great Bri- 
tain to pay. His purpose in going abroad ) 
was a peaceful one, and he had no coh- 
nection whateyer with any plot to uso | 
dynamite. Proofs are presented that Ivory 
is an American citizen, 

When Secretary Sherman first exam- 
ined the claim, it is understood that he 
was inclined to believe that it was per- 
fectly just. The record of the case, how- 
ever, has shown deyelopments which may 
Vitiate the claim. Mr. Bayard closely 
watched the proceedings in Ivory’s case, 
and found that they were being conduct- 
ed ina legal manner. The British au- 
thoritics gaye the prisoner all the means 
possible for his defence, allowing him 
counsel, permission to discuss his case 
with the attorneys, and to collect eyi- 
dence In his own beha f.

The only man in the world who does not 
fear a snake bite and upon whom the yen- 
om of serpents apparently has no effect is 
William I’, Witmer, whose home is in 
Wolfsville, Md, His performances with 
copperheads, rattlers and vipers are & con: 
stant source of wonder and amazement to 
all who know him, and even to his lifelong 
friends there is a Jarge eloment of mystery 
about the man and his strange power over 
snakes, 

He takes great pride in this respect, and 
when among strangers it isa fayorite form 
of amusement with him to hunt up some 
fgly looking specimen of the serpent fam- 
tly—the more deadly the better it fits hig 
purpose—and to let the reptile sink its 
yenonious fangs in his bare arm or hand, 

Recently, while on a visit in the moun- 
tains of western Pennsylvania, a half doz- 
en spotted vipers were found {n a bunch 
undera stone, Rolling up the sleeve of 
his coat until his arm was bare to the el- 
bow, Witmer proceeded with his other 
hand to take the largest and ugliest look- 
ing viper by the tail, and shaking him 
apart from the rest of the snakes, swung 
him about until he was thoroughly en- 
raged. He then allowed the yiper to sink 
its teeth in his arm,

Witmer himself says of tho strange pecu- 
liarity which lie possesses that it is some- 
thing inherited from his ancestors, one in 
each generation back as far as he knows 
haying had this same immunity from the 
poison of venomous reptiles, ‘I do not 
try to explain it,’ sald he. ‘All I know 
is that I have no fear of snake bites, and 
although Ihave been bitten hundreds of 
times, I never felt the slightest ill effects 
from any of them. 

“Tt is only a pastime forme to hunt and 
tatch the most deadly serpents, and a pe- 
cullar feature of it is that once asnake has 
bitten me I haye no difficulty in taming it. 
In fact, at home I haye a number of pet 
rattlers and copperheads which know me 
and will come when I call them just like 
a dog. I seem to haye the same power over 
animals and haye yet to meet the first 
Wild animal I cannot tame.’’—New York

WAR DECLARE 


THREE DAYS’ DESPERATE FIGHT- 
ING IN THE MOUNTAIN 
DEFILES. 


A Victory for the Turks—Greeks Attempt 


to Retake the Milouna Pass--Advance in 
Fe G Sending Her Police Force 
to the F 


Constantinople, April 17 —Following 
the news of the incursion by the Greeks 
on Turkish territory the Council of Min- 
isters at the Pala to-day recalled the 
Genoral Assembly, gave passports to 
Prince Mayrocordato, the Greek Envoy 
extraordinary and Min Plenipoten- 
tiary, and ordered Edhem Pasha, the 
Turkish military commander, to take 
the offensive. No actual declaration of 
war has beon made, 

A detailed circular sent this evening to 
the Turkish representatives abroad re- 
calls the week's inyasions, and states 
that the newest incursion was partici- 
pated in by the Greck troops, which 
therefore establishes that war has broken 
out. 

The circular expresses the hope that 
the powers in a spirit of justice will 
agree that the entire responsibility for 
the war falls on Greece, ‘Lurkey has no 
idea of conquest, and as a fresh proof of 
pacific sentimerrts offers to retire. the 
‘Turkish troops on the frontier if Greece 
will retire hers from the frontier and 
from Crete, 

London, April 18.—The Greco-Turkish 
situation is understood here to hg sub- 
stantially as follows: War has not 
officially been declared sbetween Turkey 
and Greece, but it has been declared 
officially to have “broken out.’? The 
Turkish Cabinet has decided to seyer 
diplomatic relations with Greece, and 
has ordered Edhem Pasha, the com- 
mander of the Turkish forces, to take 
the offensive. It is considered in London 
that war between ‘Turkey and Greece 
has actually begun, the Turkish declara- 
tion that war has “broken out!’ being 
merely for the purpose of diplomatically 
putting the onus of the war upon the 
Kingdom of Greece. 

GREEK MINISTER DISMISSED. 


Constantinople, April 18, — Tewflk 
Pasha, the Turkish Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, visited the foreign Enyoys yes- 
terday and informed them that the Turk- 
ish frontier had been crossed on Friday 
night with fresh bands of Grecks, among 
whom were a number of Greek regulars. 

It was this news which led to the call- 
ing of s Council of Ministers and precip- 

itated the decision to announce that war 
had broken out between Greece and Tur- 
key, 

The Greek Minister here, Prince Mavy- 
rocordato, was at the same time notified 
of the rupture of diplomatic relations 
between Turkey and Greece, His pass- 
ports were handed to him, and he will 
leaye Constantinople. At the same time 
the archives of the Greek Legation will 
be removed. In addition, all the Greek 
merchants in Turkey were notified to

care as to finportant movements. His 
manner is graye and imperturbable. It 
is curious to note how implicitly he is 


relied upon by his troops. 
THE TURKS ADVANCING. 
The Turkish artillery this afternoon 
began cannonading Tyrnayo, the Greek | 
town to the northwest of Larissa, and 
only about ten miles from the Greek | 
headquarters, the Greeks haying fallen | 
back upon Vyrnayo. 
The whole chain of mountains, from 
Tchaissaze to the Milouna pass, is now 
in the possession of the Turks. 
The last brush on the hills was very 
brief,the Greeks making but little resist- 
ance, 
The Turks have captured several, pri- 
soners including an Italian yolunteer. 
The dash of the Turks is irresistible 
and it is expected that a general advance 
of the Turkish army will take place to- 
morrow morning, 
HOLDING THE PASS, 
The Turkish victory of yesterday in the 
Milouna pass was complete. The enemy 
retired to the Plains of Thessaly, leaving 
only a rear guard on a hill, from which 
it was driven later by four battalions of 
Turkish infantry, The Turks pulled up 
to the top of the hill three mountain 
hatteries, singing, laughing and weeping 
with joy like children, One battery 
opened fire upon the Greeks, who were 
retreating on the Plain of Trayes, and 
did terrible execution. The correspondent 
of the Associated Press saw some of the 
Turkish shells burst in the middle of a 
battalion of Greeks, with the result that 
whole groups were killed or wounded.

OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMEN’, 

Athens, April 18.—A late special sit- 
ting of the Legislative Assembly was held 
to-day. he public galleries were crowd- 
ed, Amid intense excitement M. Dely- 
annis, the Premier, announced that the 
‘Lurkish Government had to-day notified 
Greece of the rupture of diplomatic rela- 
tions on the ground of the aggressive at- 
titude of the Greek Goyernment. In a 
cool but most deliberate speech he re- 
viewed the recent events to show, on the 
contrary, that Turkey had been the 
aggressor, that her troops had attacked 
the Greeks and attempted to occupy 
neutral positions, and that her batteries 
at Prevosa had sunk the Greek ship 
Macedonia, ‘‘Turkey,’’ said M, Delyan- 
nis, ‘‘declares war against us. We accept 
it." This statement was received with 
prolonged cheers from the galleries and 
the floor of the Chamber. Lhe Premier 
then read despatches reciting the events 
which had happened on the frontier, 
and with reference to the reported cap- 
ture of Menexa he said that the batteries 
at that important position had been 
brought into action, but he knew noth- 
ing as to its alleged capture. He added 
that the Turks, after repeated attempts 
to force a passage at Reyini, which com- 
mands the road to Larissd, had been 
driven back, he leader of the Opposi- 
tion, amid renewed cheers from all parts 
of the Chamber and from the galleries, 
eloquently endorsed the patriotic declara- 
tions of the Premier.

But another 
division of the Greek troops, it is report- 
ed, has traversed the Reyeni pass and 
captured three blockhouses. ‘Lhis division 
has almost reached Damasi, where it 
will effect a union with the force that 
captured the town, The 20,000 troops 
under General Smolenta displayed the 
greatest bravery. 

Reveni lies 12 miles northwest of Lar- 
issa. Edhem Pasha, with a force various- 
ly estimated at from 10,000 to 14,000 
troops, led seyen assaults against it yes- 
terday, but all were repulsed by the 
G The Crown Prince Constantine 
bas telegraphed here that the Turks at 
that point were repulsed. In Athens 
greater attention has been paid to the 
operations in the neighborhood of Reveni 
than to those af Miloua pass. The theory 
all along has been that if the Greeks 
could establish themselves at Damas, 
their road would lie open to Blassona. 

The exact situation at Tyrnayo is 
somewhat iy doubt. Lhe news from that 
point is conflicting. But there is no con- 
firmation of the rumor that the place 
has been captured by the Turks, What 
; to haye happened is that Tyrnayo 
was oyacuated in order to send troops 
forward to Reyenl, and was then reocou- 
pied by the Greek troops.

THACKERAY’S BIRTHPLACE. 


Failure of Efforts to Find the Exact Houss 
In India, 

Sir Willian Hunter's book on ‘Tho 
Thackerays In India’? calls out in Tho 
Athenwum from W. F. Prideau an inter- 
esting letter relative to the house in which 
tho novelist was born and his ineffectual 
efforts to find it: 

“Tho publication of Sir William Hunt- 
er’s delightful book reminds me that about 
ten years ugo, being then resident in Cal- 
cutta, I made a vigorous effort to discover 
the houge which had been honored by the 
birth of the greatest writer who has shed 
luster on the Anglo-Indian body, in view 
toa commemorative tablet being placed 
upon the building by public subscription. 
In this effort Iw armily seconded by 
the late Mr, Robert Knight, the editor of 
The Statesman, who in the issue of that 
paper for Sept. 2, 1887, devoted a leader to 
the subject, and by seycral other friends, 

“Notwithstanding onr exertions we 
failed to discover the house in question, 
the records neither of the secretariat nor of 
the municipality affording any clew. T 
ascertained that the-assessment papers of 
the house tax did not extend further back 
than 1886, while the first Caleutta daily, 
the Calcutta Journal, was not established 
dy J. Silk Buckingham till four years aft- 
er Richmond Thackeray's death, My re- 
searches, howeyer, enabled me to collect 
rome interesting information in connection 
with the novelisé and his father, and 
among my notes I find an exact record of 
the dates on which Richmond Thackeray 
entered on his yarious public employments, 

“Thackeray was christened in St, John's 
church, the 6ld cathedral, and I give below 
a copy of the baptismal register, which 
has not, I think, hitherto appeared in. 
print: '

Tradition has, however, so 
persistently declared that the birth took 
place in Caloutta that Ido not feel yen- 
turesomie enough to dispute it. Tt is quite 
possible-that the records do not give the 
dato on which the father's deputation to 
Midnapore ended,”’ 


THE NEWSPAPER BUSINESS. 


It Is Not a Bed of Roses For the Young 
Man Who Begtns Reporting. 

Thate to see a bright young man enter 
the newspaper business if he can find any- 
thing else todo. The calling of a reporter 
has its allurements, but they are overbal- 
anced by its demands on him. ‘Tobe a 
successful reporter a man must be made of 
jron—he must have a constitution tough 
as sole leather, a heart of steel and a brain 
in every partof his anatomy. He must 
expect an up hill fight always, and must be 
strong. He must devote himself to labor, 
to application and to persistence. 

Journalism is the hardest life a young 
man can lead, and always staring him in 
the faco isthe knowledge that the prizes 
are few. ‘To be the editor of a metropoll- 
tan daily is an achievement compared with 
which going to the United States senate 
or being governor of a state is child's play. 

I know smart men who haye been re- 
porters for 40 and 50 years and will re- 
main such tillthey die, If they had given 
the same amount of application and atten- 
tion to almost any other business, they 
might now he independent. The average 
reporter writes his life away making the 
reputation of, his paper. In impersonal 
journalism he {is neyer heard of outside the 
office. In personal journalism he becomes 
on Ishmaclite, The world is against the 
reporter, and he is against the world in 
that he is constantly fighting to get what 
the world does not want him to haye— 
newe. 

The day is coming when some bright 
man will write a history of ‘the faith- 
ful,’’ and they will be the newspaper re- 
porters. It has ever been a wonder to me 
that reporters are go faithful to their em- 
ployers. I have neyer known a reporter 
to betray o trust. Out all day, out all 
night; ordered hither and thither in rain, 
blizzard, fog and ice; filling up on “beef 
and’’—one meal at Delmonico's, the next 
ut Oliver's; today reporting a sermon, to- 
morrow running down a murderer; in the 
afternoon interviewing a prosident, in the 
evening writing up a fire; dancing at the 
Waldorf and identifying a corpso at the 
morgueé— these and a thousand other 
things call him to duty, and he is always 
there ready to do his best for his paper.— 
New York Press.

CLOTH FROM CATTAIL. 


A Now Use For the Kumble but Pretty 
Wator Plant. 

Very few probably aro aware that the 
fur, or getable down, of the cattail isa 
warketablo erticle, superior to feathers or 
cotton for many purposes. It is not quite 
80 Valuable or dedful as elderdown, but it 
approaches it ery closely and is oheaper 
than any of tho three. As o matter of 
fuct, a great many people are today using 
articles covered with cattall products who 
have no idea where the material comos 
from. 

It is a vast extent of country, compara- 
tively speaking, fromm which the cattail ig 
gathered, It comes from the swamps 
slong the numerous creeks that put in 
from the Delaware bay, from Morris river 
ft Cape May. The average amount gath- 
tred in the season js a ton aday. ‘The 
work of gathering and transporting it, 
and then weaving it into the Many forma 
which it must take before becoming sula- 
ble, constitutes a considerable industry. 

One of the most cluborate uses to which 
‘his material is put is that of covering 
sofas. Very many of the supposed plush 
covered divans are really covered with a 
fabric of cattail, It wears better than the 
plush, and is infinitely cheaper. 

‘The same argument that applies to the 
sofa is applicable to the pillow. Very of- 
ten, however, such pillows go by another 
name. 

Sofa pillows also are made of cattail, be- 
causo a pillow ayowedly covered with cat- 

tail would probably be regarded with con- 
tempt. Call it Alaskan plush, however, or 
Shetland wool that has been treated by a 
new process, and it will sell readily enough, 
and give good satisfaction too, 

The family album which graces the cen- 
ter table in the parlor of so many farm- 
houses is also in many instances adorned 
with cattail covers, although the house- 
wife cannot be conyinced they are not 
plush. She has doubtless paid almost as 
much as if they were what she supposes,

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PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 


The Incident That Led to the Change In 
the Law, 


An unnamed Missourian, described as 
“for many years a trusted official of the 
United States senate,’’ is quoted by the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat as explaining why 
President Cleveland, after making all 
preparations for attending the funeral of 
Vice President Hendricks, suddenly decid- 
ed not to do so, but to remain in Washing- 
ton instead, If this authority is to be 
trusted, the change of plan was the effect 
of a sudden discovery by Senator Edmunds 
that, as the law of presidential succession 
then stood, if any accident should happen 
to Mr. Cleveland, no ono could succeed to 
the powers of his office until congress could 
assemble in regular session the following 
December, This was due to the fact that 
Mr. Hendricks had for political reasons 
prevented the senate from clecting a presi- 
dent pro tempore. He had been able to do 
this by declining to vacate the chair and 
to recognize that privilege, lest the senate, 
which was Republican by a narrow ma- 
jority, should cleot a president pro tempore 
belonging to that party. 

Mr, Hendrick’s death took place between 
the dissolution of one congress and the 
meeting of the next. So there was no 
speoker upon whom the succession could 
fall. Senator Edmunds, the Missouri man 
says, was of the opinion that if, in the ox- 
isting clroumstances, Mr. Cleyeland should 
be incapacitated, there was no one with 
power cyen to call a special session of con- 
gress, and there would be an interregnum 
of dangerous length. He submitted this 
view of the caso to the president, who, it 
is asserted, recognized the grayity of the 
situation, and at once determined to minl\- 
mize the danger by remaining quietly at 
home, Asis known, the law relating to 
the presidential succession was changed to 
its present shape by the congress that met 
after Mr. Hendrick's death.

HARPOONING TARPON, 


A Royal Sport That Appeals to Both 
Hunters and Fishors, 
A writer for Outing tells about the 
sport of striking tarpon. , 
“For this,’’ he says, ‘‘one uses a 
barbed iron called ‘grains’ or a sho 
light harpoon known as 4 ‘lily iron, 
either of which is temporarily attached 
toa light pine pole, the striking pole, 
and is cast as a spear might be. . 
“The grains is a double pronged 
wrought iron instrument, the prongs u: 
ally not more than 8 or 4 inches 
length, and from three-sixteenths to 
three-eighths of an inch thick. Strong 
barbs are sprang an inch from the deli- 
tately sharp, hardened points, haying 
spread of threc-eighths of an inch and 
about 14¢ inches space between the two 
The prongs are cut so that the po 
while extending inward, are raised 
opposing sides. This gives the greatest 
holding power, The grains has also a 
tapered socket for the striking pole. The 
lily iron is a far heavier instrument, 
and, unlike the grains, is capable ot 
Killing ata blow. The upper sid 
the barbs are left broad and flat, 
bling them to withstand a strain of sey 
eral hundred pounds. A heavier and 
sharper weapon is used to strike swo1 
fish or porpoises, as the former 
dangerous creatures, unless hit mortal 
Then there are necessary 800 or 400 fer 
of soft ‘striking line,’ three-sixteenths 
of an inch in diameter, and one of the 
ordinary fishing boats of the Florida 
const and « gnide. ‘ 
“On approaching the tarpon ran th 
sails aud mast are stowed, and the gui 
| uses a pole in the shallow water and 
sculls in thechanuel. A fish being seen 
the striker indicates its direction, and, 
stauding in the bow with widely spread 
“legs, leaning well back, with poised 
spear, the man waits till he is within 20 
fect, unless he is unusually powerful, 
then hurls the weapon, which shoots 
with a biss into the water. ry 
“The fish is anywhere from two to 
three feet beneath the surface of the wa 
ter, changing its position constantly 2 
und, because of the refraction, seeming- 
ly anywhere but where it really is, A” 
successful throw buries the points in the 
flesh, and the pole comes loose and floats 
to tho surface, to be picked up when the - 
tarpen makes its first rush. It is best to 
let the tarpon go withont trying to stop 
it on the first rush, as the barbs may 
fall ont, When the rush is over, the 
boat is rnn toward the fish, Then outo 
the water it goes, not with the grace 
and head shaking of a hooked tarpon, 
but with a rush and surge, Then it towa 
the boat, if the fish is a 100 or 150 
pounder, at a rapid rate. Sometimes the 
fish sulks and leaps, darting at the boat 

| to sorape the grains out of its flesh. iT 
takes about half as long to killa tarpon — 
with a spear as witha hook, but it is 
fiercer fight whilo it Insts.’’

His Lordship gave a most eloquent and 
impressive address, which was listened to 
with rapt attention. He said that there 
were three things which we ought not to 
question. First—Is Confirmation binding 
on all Christians, or is it left to the choice 
of each individual? Secondly—If it ia 
binding, who ordered it? In the third 
place, What benefit is derived from Con- 
firnation ?—What good is it to us? 

Is Confirmation binding or is it a matter 
of taste? Theanswer to this will be found 
in the first verse of the sixth chapter of 
the Epistle to the Hebrews, and you will 
see if 1t does not justify the statement that 
confirmation, or the laying on of hands, is 
binding on every Christian, There are six 
princ ples included in the foundation of 
a Christian life. How essential are those 
principles to ere man’s religion! TI 
would have you lay those foundations 
deep and true, What the Holy Spirit puts 
as the foundation, binding on every man, 
are: Repentance, faith, baptism, confirma- 
tion, tbe resurrection of the dead, and 
eternal judgment; these are the foundation 
of personal religion. 

let. Repentance is binding if the Bible 
is true; no sin can be forgiven unless itis 
repented of, and every day you must re- 
pent and confess your sins to God, 

2nd. Faith is binding, for the Bible says 
“Be that cometh to God must believe.”

Withont faith there can be no religion. 

3rd. Baptism, is it binding? Tbe man 
who professes to be a Christian and denies 
that it is, must have found a way to hea- 
ven that was unknown to our Lord. 

4th. The laying on of hands in confir- 
mation. This we will pass over for the 
present and take the Jast two principles. 

5th and 6th, Resurrection of the dead 
and eternal judgment are of universal ob- 
ligation. Now about confirmation! It is 
a matter of great moment for us, for if all 
the other principles are binding, how can 
it be said that this one is of noimportance, 
The list of foundation principles was made 
by the Holy Spirit of God kimself, and it 
must be as binding as any of the others. 
The next question is who made confirma 
tion binding? I say our Lord made it 
binding. There is no chapter and no 
verse in which it is said in so many words, 
but I can prove it to you from the Bible. 
You know that a bishop alone can con- 
firm, and I know just whatI am going to 
say when I administer the rite of confirma- 
tion. We know this because it is all laid 
down in the Prayer-book. When St. Peter 
and St. Join administered the order of 
confirmation at Samaria they knew what 
they would eay and do, although there 
was no Prayer book. How did they 
know ? Our Lord, you will remember, 
was with His di-ciples for forty days, 
after He rose from the dead and before He 
ascended into heaven.g During that time 
he talked with them concerning the 
Kingdom of God. You will find this 
expression, the Kingdom of. God, used a 
hundred tines in the Epistles and Gospels, 
In this, a8 in most cases, it means the 
Christian Church. He told them how the 
affairs of His Church were to be conducted, 
He told them that they were to go into the 
world and preach the Gospel. He told 
them the prayers, sacraments. and ordi 
nances they were to perform in the Church 
of Christ. God gave Moses full instruction 
for the building of the Tabernacle in the 
Wilderness, what furniture he was to have 
iu it and what services to perform —he was 


not to do it according to bis own tasle. If 

God considered the Tabernacle in the 
, - - 

Wilderness of 80 much importance, how 


much more would he consider it necessary 
to instruct the Apostles as to the Christian 


Church, The Apostles did not depart one 
hair's breadth from their instructions; 
and Christ must have given minute in- 


structions, Itis to be lamented that there 
are divisions im the Church of Christ. 
Christians who grieve at this and wish to 
fiod our Lord’s inind on every point and 
question, will find it in thut little pamphlet 
bound between the Gospels and Bpistles— 
the Acts of the Apostles; there you will 
find what the Apostles did; what was the 
Lord’a mind, Study what the Church did 
iu the first centuries—it would naturally 
follow in the lines that the Apostles 
followed. Have your doubts remoyed by 
whatthe Church did in the first days, 

What good is confirmation? We should 
not ask such aquestion, for God would not 
have instituted it if it was not good, Did 
God appoint it? [ haye proved to you, 
to-night, that ourLord appointed it. “Ibe 
blessing of the Holy Spirit is descending, 
and when I lay my hands upon your heads 


and tay a prayer over you, you will re 
member that it is God who gives you the 
Holy Spirit und that Lam only the instru 
ment which He uses, He will always be 
with you my young friends wherever you 
are, and will never leave you, unlesa vou 
drive Him from you, :

The Writ Was Dissolved 
To Liquor and a Laugh Went Around, 


During the reign of the « arpetbag 
gers in Georgia a very black but brainy 
old negro named Tunis G. Campbell 
came down from the north and became 
one of the leaders of his race. 

In the course of time Campbell was 
mide a justice of the peaco at the port 


of Darien, Then the troublg began in 
earnest, 
Justice mpbell had no use for the 


Whites becanse he knew that they cor- 
dially hated him. 

But he did not confine his animosity 
to Georgians or to Democrats. Ho em- 
ployed a number of negro constables, 
authorized them to carry weapons, and 
tn a short time made his court a terror 
to the community. 

So much by way of introduction. One 
summer a British sailing vessel came to 
Darien and took on a cargo of nayal 
stores. Before getting ready to sail the 
captain settled everything due from him 


and his crew—that is, everything in the 
way of a just account. He secured his 
papers, when several negro traders of 
the lowest class unexpectedly put in 
claims for goods that had never been 
purchased, 

These cormorants alleged that the 
captain and his sailors were indebted to 
them for meals, merchandise, lodging 
and other things. 

It was evident that these claims were 
fraudulent, and the captain continued 
his preparations for his departure. 

The afternoon he was to weigh anchor 
Justice Campbell held a consultation 
with a shyster EB yer, 

“T want to pola that —— foreigner 
here,’’ said Campbell, ‘‘until he settles 
these bills!’’ 

“In England,’’ replied the lawyer, 
“when you want to prevent people from 
leaving the country, you issue a writ of 
ne exeat regnuni.’’ 

Justice Campbell came near falling to 
the floor.

© of Them Makes It Hot For » Man 
Who Reached Into Its Burrow, 


A man in the Ellice group-of islands in 
the south Pacific ocean found a heap of 
teased out cocoanut fiber and cocoanut — 
shells at the foot of a large pera tree. Ho 
recognized the work of a palm crab or 
cocoanut eater, and looked about him for 
the burrow. He found it and carefully 
felt in it to ascertain which way it turned. 
He had his arm in to the shoulder when 
something seized his wrist. He shouted 
with pain and tried to pull his hand out, 
but could not. 

A white man was fishing on a nearby 
reef, and hearing the shouts came tothe — 
rescue. He tore the earth and matted roots 
away, and quickly saw that the owner of 
the burrow, a palin crab, had resented the 
Intrusion of a hand and had crushed the 
bones with its grip. A sheath knife 
plunged through the pendulous tail caused 
the crab to loosen its hold. ‘The curlous 
man did not recoyer the use of his hand. 

The palm crab, which is known as the 
robber crab also, is one of the most power- 
ful of the crab family, and is credited with 
all sorts of feats of strength and some feats 
of agility. Its tail is short, somewhat like 
 lobster'’s, and fat. Tho fat and the whito 
flesh of the animal render it a delicacy 
highly rolished by the Englishmen, Pan- 
matuans, Society; islanders and Tongauans. 

Tho robber crabs are great fighters. 

When ono of their kind enters the burrow 
of another, the intrusion results ina nip 
and grip contes®, in which legs are crushed 
and other damage done. ‘The great 
strength of the nippers is due to their con 
stant uso in shearing open tho cocoanut 
shells to get the pulp on which the crabs 
feed, When a crab is confined in a tin 
box, the box must be carefully examined 
first and any loose edges soldered down and 
holes filled up. If the crab gots a place 
whore it can use its nippers as shears and 
tongs combined, the box is opened up in 
short order, A man living in the Tonga 
group who neglected to examing a box 
carefully stored a crab in ft on the porch. 
Noxt morning the crab and half the house 
monkey were fone, 

Pheso crabs aro yery fond of turtle emes. 
They have eyes espeollly adapted to seeing 
coooanuts in trees and trails of crabs on 
tho ground. ‘Thoy can see in all directions 
at once, ‘They are so fond of turtle eggs 
that when two of them meot on a nest & 
fight to tho death follows, Louls Becke 
was walking on an island in the Ellice 
group with a natlyo companion, when the 
native burst out laughing. He had seen 
threo of the robber crabs in one bunch 
with tholr 80 logs so tangled about ono an- 
othor that thoy could not release thelr 
holds on tho approach of tho men, All 
thoy could do waa to roll their eyos about. 
Ono of tho three had two of its armored 
Joga crushed by the nipper of one of the 
others, ‘Tho native took a vino which grew 
near by, lassood the lot, wound them about 
with {t and carried thom off.—Now York 
Sun,

Criminal Statistics.

MELTED SNOW POWER. 
Swiss Towns That Utilize the Mountain 
Streams. 

Besides a ccnsidcrable number of 
large water power @istallations Switzcr- 
land is full of small power plants, nearly 
every town in that land of mounts 
and waterfalls being well supplied with 
power from the ‘‘white coal,’’ as the 
melting snow on the mountnin sides bas 
well keen exlled. When there are no 
large streams, any small ones are im- 
pounded and collected in reservoirs on 
the hillsides, and it is rare to find a 
place of any size which is not well 
lighted by the power of some mountain 
stream. 

At Montreux the electric tramway 
gots its power in this way, and from the 
old Roman town of Vevey to the me- 
dimwval castle of Chillon one may ride ip 
a trolley car propelled by the power of 
an insignificant little stream which may 
or may not be noticed when climbing 
up the hillsides just above. 

The capabilities of this general util- 
ization of natural power are beginning 
to be understood everywhere, and, with 
the appreciation of the possibilities of 
the best methods of long distance trans- 
mission, the development of many moun- 
tain streams must surely come, There 
are innumerable streams, which, while 
very small, are yet very high, and these 
can with comparatively little difficulty 
be impounded and carried down many 
hundreds of feet, thus making up for 
their lack of volume by the great pres- 
sure readily obtainable, and, either by 
the use of electricity or compressed air, 
the power may be transmitted to many 
points of application with but little 
oss. —Cassier’s Magazine.

LARISSA HAS FALLEN 


TURKS HAVE AT LAST BROKEN 
THE GREEK DEFENCE. 


t at Athens WHL Continue the 


Fight—The Invasion of £ iris Deatruo- 


tion of the Turkish Stores by the Greek 


Fleet. 


The news of Saturday 
shows the Turks to 
first decided suecess. 
hammering at the Greek center has 4 
lust succeeded, and, after a week of un 
expectedly severe fighting, the cutnum- 
bered but heroic army of Prince Con- 
stantine has been driven back and La 
rissa has fallen. 

With Larissa is lost the Plains of 
Thessaly. The Greeks are now concen- 
trating twenty miles south at Phars 
the site of the great battle in which 
Ceaser defeated Pompey. It is stated that 
their new position, which is in adyance 
of the steep Othrys range of mountains, 
will prove superior to that hitherto held 
by them. ‘his is very probable, for it is 
notorious that the border given to Greece 
in 1881 left all the good military posi- 

n the hands of Turkey. 

Greek successes on the flanks of opera- 
tions continue. Col. Manos’ adyance to- 
wards gani to be meeting with 
much succes though late telegrams 
seem to indlc ome interruption. 

The Albanian rising, which was prob- 
ably a part of the Greek programme, 
seems to ha occurred. Mostsignificant, 
if correct, is ihe report that four Alban 
jan battalians in the Turkish army have 
mutinied and joined the Greeks. These 
mountaineers have for years formed an 
important portion of the Turkish mer- 
conary forces, and haye hitherto proved 
faithful to their employers. hey are 
splendid fighters. 

Successes by the Greek 
still announced. If the destruction of 
‘Lurkish stores by them continues the 
further invasion of Thessaly may be para- 
lyzed for want of provisions, 

The Greeks, who have already exhibited 
heroism, appear now to be showing con- 
stancy, and to be determined to persevere 
in the war. Their loss of Larissa now 
reduces the country to much the same 
boundaries as those it had previous to 
1878. 

Disturbances of the Bulgarian frontier 
continue and insurgent bands are report- 
ed to be crossing into Macedonia. This 
is much the same game as that which 
the Greeks played prior to the declara- 
tion of war, and indicates the dangerous 
position of affairs on that frontier. 

Late telegrams state that Edhem Pasha, 
whose recall was announced a few days 
ago, has been decorated by the Sultan 
for his recent success. 
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THE GREEKS RETREAT. 

London, April 24.—Special despatches 
from Athens say that after a desperate 
battle at Mati the Greeks were outnum- 
bered, retreated with heavy losses, aban- 
doned Tyrnavo and Larissa, and removed 
the Greek headquarters to Pharsalos, a 
small town on the right bank of the

the station. The cause of the explosion | 
is not known, but is believed to have | 
been the result of a collection of gas, | 
which became ignited in some way. 
Many persons, however, believe that the | 
disaster was not due to accident, but was 
caused by the explosion of a bomb which 
had been placed in the station with the 
intention of wrecking it.

TURKISH SUPPLIES LOST. 

The Athens correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle says that the Crown Prince 
Constantine has wired to King George 
as follows: ‘‘The Turks are quiet to-day 
owing to our success yesterday (Tburs- 
day). We have destoryed the Turkish 
battery at Liugaria. The Turks have re- 
tired from Nezeros and Rapsani. The 
action of our fleet at Katerina was ex- 
cellent.’’ 

The Chronicle's correspondent at 
Athens says: ‘‘The Turks are greatly 
dismayed by the destruction of their 
stores at Katerina and at Litohcorion, 
Commodore Sachtouris destroyed the 
stores from the coast to the footof Mount 
Olympus. Nothing remains, therefore, for 
Edhem Pasha to carry away but hunger. 
The coast road being barred, the only 
remaining road from Salonica is the 
Verria road, eight days from Elassona. 
The reports of the injury to the railway 
line by the blowing up of bridges and a 
tunnel are confirmed. It is reported here 
(Athens) that the Turkish troops will be 
withdrawn from Crete. Among the 
wounded who arrived here are several 
who state that a number of the Greek 
wounded at Gritzoyall, unable to follow 
the Greek retreat, were shut up in a 
small church by the Turks, who set fire 
to the building and burned them to 
death,’’ 

STORES DESTROYED. 

The bombardment by the fleet was 
thereupon redoubled, and under this 
flerce flre a detachment of Greek sailors 
was landed, and immediately proceeded 
to destroy the stores of the Turks, be- 
“inning with sixteen hundred sack of 
flour, which were found on the quays, 
After rapidly completing this work, while 
the fleet imposed silence on the fort, the 
Greeks set fire to the remaining store- 
houses, and destroyed large quantities of 
munitions of war which had been col- 
lected for the use of the Turkish forces 
at Epirus. After this work was completed 
the Greek sailors returned to their ships, 
leaving the whole place in flames, and 
bringing with them fifty Christians, who 
had hoisted a white flag over a house in 
which they had collected. The Greek 
gunners took special care to avoid hitting 
this building The casualties of the 
Greeks thr shout the bombardment and 
subsequent landing and destruction were 
two sailors wounded, 
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THE NEW JUDGE. 


Mr. Moss’ Appointmont to the Bench Ac- 
ceptable to the Bar, 


Toronto, April 27.—Mr. Charles Moss, 
Q.C., was warmly congratulated by many 
of his friends yesterday upon his appoint- 
ment to the Court of Appeals. If sound 
learning, untiring industry and a digni- 
fied and courteous demeanor will make 
a good Judge, Mr. Moss will be an ex- 
cellent one, and that 1s, no doubt, the 
opinion of the bar. It is probable that he 
will be sworn in at the meeting of the 
court on Saturday next. 

It is a coinicdence that the new Judge's 
brother, the late Thomas Moss, Q.C., one 
of the greatest lawyers of this Proyince, 
first took his seat on the bench as the 
Junior Judge of the Court of Appeal, 
from which position he was raised not 
long afterwards to the Chief Justiceship. 

Mr. Moss is 57 years of age. He wa3 
called to the bar in 1869, and was a law 
lecturer and examiner from 1872 to 1879, 
He was elected a bencher of the Law 
Society in November, 1880, and made a 
Q.C. in July, 1881. He is the fifth to be 
appointed a Judge from the one firm, 
which he joined in 1869, and which was 
then known as Osler & Moss, the ap- 
pointments being Chief Justice Moss 
(brother of Mr. Justice Moss), Chief Jus- 
tice Harrison, Mr. Justice Osler and Mr, 
Justice Falconbridge. .

Upon all goods coming from Great Britain 
and other countries which, in the opinion 
of the goveroment in-council, treat Canadian 
products with fairness, a rebate of one eigbth 
of the duty established by the revised tariff 
shall be allowed from the {23rd day of April, 
and after July let 1898, the rebate isto be 
increased to one quarter of theduty. These 
reductions, however, are not to apply to 
| epirite, ales, beers, tobacco or sugar. 

Protection shall pe removed from, or low- 
ered, by order in-council, upon industries ia 
which there are t.uste or combinations to 
increase prices, 

Tron and atecl duties are reduced by from 
$1 to $1 50 a ton, and the bounty is increas 
ed by § 

The general effect is to remove specific 
and eubstitute ad valorem duties, classifi 
cations are very much reduced and simpli 
fied. 

Binder twine and barb wire are reduced 
until January let, 1895, and will ofter that 
be on the free list. 

Corn is placed on the free list. 

Duties on epirituons liquors are increased 
by fifteen cents per gallon. 

Rice—Uncleaved, unhulled or puddy is 
increased, while the cleaned was left as it 
was, 

Wheat is reduced from fifteen conta to 
twelve cents a bushel, and wheat flour ts 
reduced from seventy-five cents to sixty 
cents per barrel, 

Coal oil ia cut from six cents a gallon to 
five cents; oil from three centa to two and 
a half cents, 

Duty on reficed sugar is reduced equal to 
abont twenty-two per cent, on present pro- 
tection, 

The main body of the tariff as it affects 
the United States is not materially disturb- 
ed, Io many cases the protective duties 
are actually increased a8 on eome cottons. 

Altogether the main feature is the twenty 
five per cent. reduction on British goods.

How $50 In Gold Was Lost and Found. 
A Bank Examiner's Story. 

Beware of tho wan who professes nover 
to make mistakes, The caution is general, 
but is particnlarly applicable to banking 
men. A national bank examiner who was 
conversing recently with a reporter saya 
that asarulo errors are of daily occurrence 
in every large bank. Most of them are at 
ones corrected, of course, but now and 


then o really serlous error seems for a time 


years agoin one of the banks of this clty— 
lot uscall it the Sixth National—while un- 
der examination. I was we ghing the gold 
in the yault with tho teller and found a 
bag marked $5,000, which weighed about 
24 troy ounces less than it should have 
done, I opened the bag and counted $4,- 
500 only. 

A search was made, lasting far into the 
night, for the missing $500. The teller'a 
cashbook showed no ‘overs’? or ‘‘shorta’’ 
of any large amounts recently, and his 
character for honesty and integrity was 
unquestionable. In my report to the comp- 
troller I spoke of it as one af those errors 
which will sometimes occur, but which for 
the time being are inexplicable, and added 
that as the teller was heavily bonded no 
Joss could occur to the bank.

again.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


ORIGIN OF SAM WELLER. 


Samuel Vale, an Actor, Is Supposed to 
Have Created the Character, 

The great scarcity of the early numbers 
of “Pickwick Papers’ is not difficult to 
understand when it is borne in mind that 
only 400 copies were printed of the first 
part, which was published on March 31, 
1886. Before the appearance of the fourth 
number there was some idea of stopping 
the issue, as the expenses were found to be 
in excess @ the receipts, But in the fifth 
number Sam Weller was introduced, and 
the work at once sprang into unbounded 
popularity. 

While nothing positive has yer been es- 
tablished on the point, it is held by some 
writers that the original of Sam Weller 
was a Samuel Vale, who acted the part of 
Simon Spatterdash in a farce called ‘*Tho 
Boarding House’ and made this character 
a great popular favorite. The odd whim- 
sicality of Vale's noyel comparisons is best 
understood on reference to the part set 
down to Spatterdash in the farce. 

Among his queer comparisons aro: ‘*‘I 
know the world,’ as the monkey said when 
he cut off his tail.’’ ‘Iam down upon 
you,’ as the extinguisher said to the rush- 
light.” ‘‘‘Come ou,’ as the man said to 
the tight boot.’’ ‘‘*I am all oyer perspira- 
tion,’ as the nutton chop said to the grid- 
iron.’’ ‘‘*Why, here we are all mustered,’ 
as the roast beef said to the Welsh rabbit.” 

Vale introduced these peculiar compari- 
sons in his priyate life as well as upon the 
stage, and from 1880 to 1836 this style of 
expression became widely popular. It is 
not unreasonable to suppose that Dickens 
became in a sense the abstract mirror of 
his time in catching the popular fun and 
embalming it with his choice phrascology. 
Of course it would be the height of absurd- 
ity to charge Dickens with being a mere 
copyist cr for ono moment to think of 
Sun Weller as other than an original char- 
acter, Dickens may haye borrowed an idea, 
but he certainly made no slayish use of it, 
for the prevailing Sam Valoism and ‘the 
monkey that knew tho world’? was in no 
Way on 4 par with the Sam Weller com- 
parison—for example, in describing the 
elder Mr, Weller and the touter as ‘‘walk- 
ing after him Jike a tame monkey arter a 
horgan.’’—Toronto Week. 

Stones In Queer Places, 

A round stone is found in the joints of 
certain kinds of bamboo. Whis is called 
“tobasheer’ and is supposed to be depos- 
ited from the siliceous jnices of the cane, 

Another curiosity of this sort is tho ‘‘co- 
coanut stone,’ found in the endosperm of 
the coconnut in Java and other Hast Tndi- 
an islands. It is a pure carbonate of Iime, 
and the form of the stone is sometimes 
round, sometimes pear shaped, while tho 
appearance is that of a white pearl without 
much luster. 

Some of these stones are as large as cher- 
ries and as hard as feldspar or opal. They 
are very rarcly found and are regarded os 
precious stones by the orientals and as 
charms against disease or evil spivits by 
the natives, 

Stones of this kind aro also found in the 
pomegranate and in other East Indian 
fruits. Apatite has also been discovered ip 
teak wood,—Philadelphia Times.
